DISOUBSION IN COMMUITEX OF SUPPLY, 


(Prom the Official Report.) 
MURRAY OANAL ——$200,000, 

__ Nr. Crouter—May I be allowed to er quire 
if the eogineora have finished the su rveys 
and mado a report to the Department ? 

Sir Charlo: Tuppor—Mr. Rubidge has 
finally completed a ‘auryoy. There was a 
survey also made by Mr, Perley, and Mr, 
Rubinge -aabsbquenily made & very csroful 
oxen \oation ant survey, and there isa ques- 
tioa yet to ho decided as to which of the two 
routes should be adopted ; but Mr, 
estimete for this work is $700,000 

Mr, Mackenzio—W hich will suit better for 
election purposes ? 

Sir Charles Tappor—I hope tho hon. gen- 
tlomnan does not mean to insinuate that the 
construction of an important section of navi- 
gation in connection with the ‘great canal 
system of the St, Lawrence would be in the! 
smallest degree influenced by , considerations 
which at no a distant time aeemed to have 
had so muoh inflaence on another portion of 
the line, Lam quite certain that the hon, 
gentleman recognizes na fally as I do the 
great importance of oxtending tho interior or 
barge navigation, as it will be extended, -to 
Presqu’Lle or Weller’s Bay. Tho bon, gentle. 
man knows that perhaps the most dangerous 
portion of the navigation in connection with 
our canal system will be avoided by the con- 
stroction of this work, and if an oxpenditure 
of $700,000 will enable us to avoid, the dan- 
gcrous part of the canal Io eat the expendi- 
taro will be well expended. 

Sir Richard Oartwright.—Where aro the 
$700,000 to be expended ? What route is that 
which Mr, Perley bas estimated on ? 

Mr. McCuaig.—I desire to ask whether the 
estimates of the coat of the work are for the 
route by Weller’s Bay, Itis about two miles 
from acut; from Presqu’Ile itis five anda 
half miles or sie miles, and from my own 
knowledge of the locality the route through 
Weller’s Bay will be much more advantageous 
to the country at large, I may state, withont 
fear of contradiction, that in navigating Lake 
Ontario, you cannot with» north-west gale 
enter Preaqu'Ile, I have before me the report 
of Mr. Page and Mr, Rowen, and it is very 
clear that Weller’s Bay is a natural harbor of 
refuge. If that be the case, a vessel navigat- 
ing Lake Ontario and forced into the by-wiads 
would make into Preequ’Lle ; slthough it is 
within a mile of the entrance to the Bay of 
Quinte, it would be obliged to remain iz the 
harbor of refuge motil the gale had subsided ; 
whereas if the canal were out from the Bay of 
Quinte direct, she could proceed on her, voyage 
down the bay to Kiogaton, Ths matter is of 
such consequence, aside from any question of 
mere local freights, that I trust the Minister 
will look carefully into the matter before oom- 
ing to any decision, ° 

Sir Charles Tupper.—In reply to the ques- 
tion asked me by the hon member for Centre 
Haron, I may aay that we expect to obtain a 
depth of 14 to 16 feet. There are two routes 
pine by Protqa'Tlo,and the other bydur sys 
ty be encountered, whereas the other, though 
longer, is entirely free from rook outtiog. Mr. 
Page, who is just now carefully considering 
the estimates on both routes, previous to an 
ultimate decision, has roundly estimated the 
cost to be the same by both routes, With 
regard to the point raised by my hon. friend 
from Prince Edward (Mr. MoCuaig), he would 
soon settle the matter in favor of Weller's Bay, 
but we are rot certain that it is the best, and 
it is possible that Presqu’ Ile may be found to be 
the most available point. I oan only say that 
after havirg obtained the report and the judg- 
ment of the engineer on tho whole subject, we 
shall consider 1t oarefally, and that we expect 
a decision will bs arrived at at an early day. 

Sur Richard Oartwright.—I would Jike to 
ack the hon. gentleman if he knows, after 
entering the Bay of Quinte, what depth of 
water oan be seoured from the head down to 
Belleville and past, I ravher doubt wheth- 
er there are any vessels now navigating the 
bay which draw more than 10 or 11 feet of 
water, eo that tho matter would be one of 
considerable importance, I am informed, 
though I do not pledge myself to the atate- 
ment, that there will be considerable diffi- 
culty in obtaining a channel of the neccessary 
depth after you get into the Bay of Quinte, 

Rie Charles Tupper.—That matter has been 
fully looked into, and it is belioved that there 
will be no diffioulty in obtaining a navigation 
of fourteen or fifteen feet, otherwise, of cuurse, 
i wenld useless to get that depth in the

Mr, McCuaig.—When I oalled at the office 
o’ the Minister of Railways I saw a petition 
which had been circulated by Mr. Pierson 
in favor of Presqu’Ile, I may say, in the 
first place, that disclaim being influenced 
by any local consideration in tho matter. I 
have been enga, in the transport trade for 
forty years, and I think our large osnal sys- 
tem should be taken out of tho channel of 
local prejadics and interests, and that it 
should be viewed entirely inthe light ofa 
national work, Bolieving that this should be 
our course, I say that Wollor’s Bay is by far 
the better plsce, I am supported in this view 
by the petition to which I referred, and 
which was signed in all the towns, villages 
and ports on both Lake Ontario and Erie. 
It was signed by éome of the moat inflacatial 
men of Upper Canada, including master mari« 
ners who are oot likely to be influenced by 
local considerations. Oa the othor hand the 
petition in favor of Preeqa’lle was signod only 
by the bargemen, a master and a few seamen 
residing in the locality.

= “The Redistribution Bill. 


Tho redittribution of seats and road- 
justuront of electoral districts which it is 
provided in the British North America 

Act shall take place covery ten years, 

according to the conaus returns, has for a 

longth of timo been attracting the attention 

of the Government, and the result of thoir 
deliberations is now before the country in 
a Bill which the Premier introduced in the 
House of Commons on Friday last. The 
object of the Government was, as stated by 
the Premier, to conform the population of 
each oloctoral district, as nearly as ciroum- 
stances would pormit, to 21,000. This 
difficult task has boen discharged in 4 
manner which will bo satisfactory to the 
country as@ whole, despite the olamor 

of the Opposition, whose objections count 
for little, as no matter what the Govern- 
ment proposed they had in advance de- 
olared their intention of opposing it. 

The representation of Quebec is fixed 
and unchangeable, and no change has been 
made in Nova Scotia, New Branawick, 
Prince Edward Island or British Columbia. 
Ontario has been found ocntitled to four 
additional members, and as the towns of 
Niagara and Linooln, which have each 
heretofore returned a member, have been 
merged into the counties of Linooln and 
Stormont respectively, six soata in this 
Province were therefore at the disposal of 
the Government for distribution amonget 
the most populous districts. These have 
been arranged for as follows : Bruce, Essex, 

Lambton, Middlesex, Ontario and Simcoe 

“receive each au additional seat, the new 
constituencies being named respectively 
Brace West, Essex North and South, 
Lambton Weat and East, Middlesex South, 
Ontario West, and Simooe West, Mani- 

toba receives one additional member, who 
will be returned for Winnipeg, thus in- 
creasing the representation of that Province 
to five members. 

With the objeot of equalizing the popu- 
Istion, {n accordance with the standard of 
21,000, a great many changes have been 
made in the boundaries of the constituen- 
cles, but these it is uunecessary to particu- 
larizd, the more especially, as no altera- 
tions haye been made in this county.

tn the Sonate on April 28th, Hon, Mr, Gibbs 
movod the second reading of a bill giving 
power tothe Canadian Landed Credit Com- 
pany to oxtend its operations to Manituba. 

Hon, Mersra, Road end Flint spoke on the 
subject, Their remarks, o8 contained in the 
official report, and o bricf summary of the 
discussion, are given herewith 

Hon. Mr, Gibbs said, in concluding: It ap- 
Pears to moto be an injastice to Canadian 
companies to place thom in a worse portion 
than foreign companies they may have to oom- 
pete with, and h woever desirable it may be to 
bave chvap money, I do not think the best way 
to obtain it ia to restrict these loan companies 
to eight per cent. interest, 

Hov. Mr. Read—If wo have bnen doing 
wrong bitherto in allowing bills of this kind 
to pass withont limiting tho rate of interest, 
it is time the evil should be remedied. If 
we look at the return that bas recently bsen 
present: dt» Parliament and see the effect of 
such a policy in Oatario, we will soe the neces- 
sity «f guarding, 1f we can, the provinces of 
the North-Wost that are now coming into 
the Union from the same evil, I seo in this 
returo, that loan companies in Oat+ io are 
getting from eight to fifteen per oent., and in 
addition to that I find that $600,010 is paid 
annually for management and other little 
items, From this same roturo I find that the 
amount invested in Oaotario on the let of Jan- 
uary, 1880, by thoe loan companies was 
$45,019,716. Quebeo, 1 am happy to see, has 
been more discreet, or less extravagant, and 
herin oe! tedness to the same loan societies is 
only $2,389,929. In my opinion people are 
not gaived by their better judgment when 
they are borrowing money. Money is not 
like anything else ; it gives momentary satia- 
faction and relief to the borrower when noth- 
ing else will do it: hence, when he is borrow- 
ing bis better j idgment does not gaidée him 
a8 it doe» in other business transactions, and 
he is prepared to pay more then it is worth. 
Talk about landlordirm and tenants in Ireland; 
I thiuk the fsrmers in Ontario are in a worse 
position under the loan societies thau the 
tenants in [reland under their landlords, and 
it is no wonder that they are going off to the 
North-West, and leaving the companies to 
farm themselves and get their eight, ten and 
twelve per cent. ont of it, When a fermer 
gets iuto debt his farm has to pay for it, and 
when his crop failu him he finds himself un- 
able to get out of his difficulties ; and it is no 
wonder he leayeathe Province and goes to 
where there ia a homestead law, and where 
they can, no doubt, gasber a little property 
around them. 

Hon. “r, Power.—I think the hon, gontle« 
nian eaid that the amount invested in Untario 
by loan socicties. was $45,000,000. 

Hon. Mr Read - Yes $45,910,756 up tothe 
lat of January 1880, 

Hon. Mr. Power—-I think the hon. gentle. 
man stated what the annual income derived 
from that investment was, 

Hon. Mr. Read—The dividends paid were 
from six to twelve per cent. 

Hon, Mr, Smith—How much at twelve per 
cent, and how much at six? 

Hon. Mr Read—I cannot make up the 
amount at a minute’s notice—it is a long state- 
ment, 

Hon. Mr, Smith—Your figures cannot be 
reliable unless you give the full statement. 

Hoo. Mr, Read—the retarn is a yard long, 
and it would take some time to read it. 

Hon, Mr Almon—Dispenae ! 

Hon, Mr, Read—There is only ono pleasing 
feature in it; I notice that Ootario last year 
paid io thirteen milliups of dollars, and bor- 
rowed about twelve millions ; which shows 
that they are, at all events, trying to get 
rid of their indebtedness, N. farmer can pay 
such interest, andof weallow theso loau 
societies to go into Mani oba and lend even at 
o'ght per cont. t: oy will crash out the energies 
ot the people and absorb the industry of the 
country, 

Hon, Mr, Smith spoke in support of the 
Bill. 

Hon. Mr Read—Thw hon. geatlomon asked 
me a question jast now which I did not an- 
swer at the time, but I now ask to say that 
the dividende paid Jatt year in Ovtario, 
smountod to $1,786,425 20, 

Hon Mr. Smith—Uo how much capital? 

Hon. Mr, Read—A capital of $19,000,000 
subscrived and paid up, and $30,944,014.33 
borrowed 

Hon, Messrs, Aléxander and Smith spoke 
strongly in favor of the Trust and Loan Vom- 
pany, tho latter claiming that Mr. Read had 
only shown that that Company had realized a 
profit of 7 p r cent, 

Hon. Mr, Kead—I think it is only just to 
make an explanation. [quite agree with the 
hon. gestleman from O-hawa (Mr. Gibbs), 
who speaks in the highest terms of the Trust 
and Loan Compsuy I haye reason to kaow— 
having boen intimately acquainted with this 
company for alout thirty years—that ite 
transactions have always been fair and hon 
orable and in every way what could be de- 
sired, They have not been exacting; of 
couree they always have obtained olght per 
cent,, and have paid more than eight per 
cent, for the last thirty years to their stock- 
holders. That can casily be seen, and a very 
exo Ment investment it has been for those 
men who first embarked init. As for the 
other company, I kuow nothing of it, With 
regard to the Trust and Loan Company, how- 
ever, the experience of thirty years has 
proved that it has paid to its stockholders 
elght per cent, steadily, and often a bonus of 
two per cent, in-aidition; a very nice thiog 
for ‘ero! with nothing to psy. I do not 
think, however, that a broad acre of this 
country, which is equal to any land in the 

world, should bosubject to pay ight per 
cont, for money Joaned upon it, No farmer 
in the land van afford to pay such a rate, and 
why the company should ask more I cannt 
understand, j 

Hon, Mr,Smith—The hon gontleman is out 
of order in making another speech, 

Hon, Mr. Read—I think the hon, gentle- 
has bimself been up twice. if I mistake not; 
we are often out of order, Y 

Hon. Mr, Flint 1 am wellacquainted with 
the Trust and Losn Company and must say 
that a more honorable corporation could not 
be found anywhero and I soak this to thoir 
praiso, It cortainly has astonished mo that 
they shou!d ask extra power, to charge in- 
torest over oight per cent. and I caanot 
undoratand it, Thoy bave been doing busi- 
ness for many years aud have kopt straight 
to the mark ; and further in conneocti n with 
their loans they have noyer, #9 far as my 
knowlodge extends, pressed anyono who 
made any attompt or tried to pay thom. 1 
know more than all that, that within the 
Inet yoar, or a little more than a yoar, whore 
a porson paid bis interest punotually to the 
day, tacy bave been saking off one por cent, 
Thoreforo I was astonished that they should 
ank {Or groater powers, onabling them to in- 
crease tho rate of interest. Now, with regard

I know that any 
man in busicess, who pays more than eight 
per a will find that his bills will never be 
paid. 

Hon. Mr, Smith—That depends on the 
man, 

Hoa. Mr, Flint—It does not altogether 
depend on the man, 

Hon. Mr. Smith—I know some men who 
pay moro than that, 

Hon, Mr Flint—I do not know how they 
can do it; they could not doso on a farm, 
nor in many other kiads of business, I have 
had a great deal of trouble andI hae had to 
pay more than eight per . ont, but I know it 
dragged me dow, I understand all about 
the matter, and it has done mo s vast amount 
of injary. I donot complain of my own 
lossos ; I conld not help myself, and borrow- 
ed money at that rate to see if better times 
would notc me, I think, however, my hon. 
friend tho mover of theso Bills should be 
quite satisfiidto take the Bills as they are,

Hon, Sir Alex. Campbell—He does not 
want more,

Great Buitain. Butchers will tell you 
that all the good beasts are taken for ex- 
port, and it is a very diffioult matter, in 
the villages and towns, to obtain a steady 
supply of butter. It is just the same with 
potatoes, which are drained away for ex- 
portation. It is to these causes, and not 
in any way to the operation of the National 
Policy, that we muat attribute the greater 
cost of living in 1882 over 1878, —Richmond 
Guardian.

commenced.

Dean Sin,—Will you kindly give me 
space for afew words on tho question of 
your prospective industrios, those that are 

| now and those that have been the subject 

of discussion with you for somo time? I 
candidly admit that the Blanchard scheme, 
whon first submitted, met with my appro- 
bation, and had there been a By-law pro- 
pared in acoordanoe with the proposition,as 
first made, I would haye gone to Belleville 
to vote for the same. But as negotiations 
proceeded objectionable features began to 
crop out—and haying watched the develop- 
mont of che scheme I oame.to this conoclusi- 
on—that we haye no evidence to show that 
the projectors of that scheme ever intonded 
to put any considerable amount of their 
own capital into the proposed works, as 
they asked Belleville for fifteen acres of 
land, free access to a railway, a water front 
for docks and $100,000 stock or bonds ; 
then they propose to mortgage the property 
with its prospective improvements to the 
extent of $250,000, Belleville stock inolud- 
od, which would certainly make our stock 
loss valuable as an asset of the City, ‘And 

as regards the presont subscribed stock, as 

I understand it, it is very objectionable. 
If I am wrong, I will be happy to be 

corrected. If Mr. Blanchard ani his 

associates saw fit to give tho Belléyille 
directors $15,000 stock and pay for it as 
the Ojty would haye'to, all well; but if'no 
one intends to pay for that, stock or the 
balance of the $40,000 held by the other 
provisional directors, that wes as I under- 
stand it now, intended to be incorporated 
in the bona fide stock of the Company, and 
be negotiable as genuine stock, and draw 

4 dividend, then I'say,' unhesitatingly,’ that 
although they tell us the same thing) is 

done frequently, it is wrong in principle, 
and further, it would be an injustice to 
the Oity and every other-stock-holder. Nor 
yet have we any dofinite information as 
regards the probable number of men to, be 
employed, and according to the best infgr- 
mation I can get, after you-had. $500,000 
genuine capital invested, you would only 
ewploy, intlading quarry-men and ‘all, 
from 150 to 160 men and boys, and very 
few skilled mechanics at that. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I am in favor of iron 
industries for Belleville, but on a diffrent 
basis, and I beg to submit the following 
scheme for the consideration of the people 
of Belleville, as I think they are willing at 
the present time to deal liberally with any 
capitalists that would establish new and 
large industries in the city, but you may 
as well learn firat as last that, with the 
exovption of iron smelting and rolling 
mills, Belleville does not possess even 
equal advantages for manufacturing thet 
our great commercial centres do, or even 
many of our small towns, and the only way 
you will ever get large inaustries in your 
midst is to give a money inducement, My 
proposition is this—that instead of taking 
$100,000 stock, free site, exemption from 
taxation for ten years, &c., &o., in the 
Blanchard, Company, let the Industrial 
Oomwittee propose a By-law and have the 
Oity Council submit it to the rate payers 
for approval, setting apart $100,000 City 
bonds bearing interest at 5 per cent. from 
tho time of their issue to such Company as 
might claim them as follows; $25,000 each 
to the four following indystries ; 

Ist. Iron Smelting and Rolling Mills, 
together with free site of say ten acres, to a 
good Oompany. 

2ad. Ootton factory employing at least 
200 hands, 

3rd, Oar Works, employing at least 100 
hands. 

4th. An Agrioultural Implement Manu- 
factory, to employ 100 men at least, for 
export trade exclusively. [don’t think it 
would be fair to bonys a Company to come 
into direct competition with our own Jooal 
mén. Give each of them a free gite if 
potsible and exemption from taxes for ten 
years after they are ready to start business, 
which means very little, as you cannot tax 
them at present nor in the future, if they 
sre not established. But the concession is 
a big inducement to oapitalists to inyest 
their money, 

The reason I ssy a free gift and not stock 
{s, the people will know what they are vot- 
ing, and stock would never be yery valu- 
able, particularly if private stock was well 
watered, I venture to predict that, if this 
or some similar course is adopted, before 
two years Belleville will have taken a new 
departure, and instead of empty houses in 
all directions you will have good tenants 
in al) that are now empty and have to add 
largely to your present number. I don’t 
mean the city to fool away another $100, 
000. In every instance you should haye 
enough of private capital to make it of the 
greatest importance to the several pro- 
moters to have thom a success (whilé not 
having conditions enough attached’ to des- 
troy the effect of your offered bonus.) You 
may think 1am vory liberal, or perhaps 
luny, but looking at it from all its import- 
ant poinc, I think the City would not only 
not be a loser by; being thus liberal, but be 
@ gainer financially to a very large oxtont. 
My plan would be to submit a By-law to 
the people. If it carries, then the Indus- 
trial Oommittee will be in a position to say 
at once whet inducements the City will 
give, and what they expect from capitalists 


in return 

In conélusion, I would aay I am sponking 
to a certaip extent fro experience, for in 
this town of Cobourg tu day thore is not a 
habitable house vacant, and | aw safe in 
saying that tho rental value of houses here 
is double what it is in Bolloville, quality 
aud convenience considered. . For tlite roa- 
son the oar works alone would omploy moro 
men than could find houses. I know of a 


largo number of mon from surrounding 
| districts haying to leave last winter because

Tho Eaglish manufacturers 
have the advantage of Canadian manufacturers 
in this respect ; thoy oan got their monoy 
much cheaper. Tho third essential point is 
the coat of labor; and hore, too, the Hoglish 
manufacturere havo tho advantage. Tho 
ian manufacturer then has one point 
in his favor and two pointe against him. If 
it is docided that it isin the interest of the 
nation that agriculture and maoufaotures 
should exist together, itis thus nooossary in 
this country togiye some assistance to the 
latter, in order to make up for the disadvan. 
tages under which they labor on avoouat of 
the superior natural advantages uuder which 
the English and American manufactures 
flourish, There is but one altornative, 
Either we must give up qur manufactures or 
protect them, Shall we give up our mann- 
factures? Surely, no one here would be mad 
enonyh to counsel suchacourse, Lt had been 
said, however, by promivent freo-traders in 
this country, that Canada’s natarel industry 
was agrioultare, andit was not wise to at- 
tempt tooreate any artiticial industries, What 
sort of acountry would this bo if we all follow- 
ed one calling? Suppose eyeryons in Bolleville 
was a shoemaker, what sort of a place would 
it be? There would be no variety of thought 
orof action, ‘I'he people would all think in 
the same groove, There would be no clash 
of ideas, and friction of mind against mind, 
which result ia progress, Moa and thiogs 
ld stagnate ; there would be nu develop- 
ment. It would be the same with any othor 
vooation. Even lawyers would svon beoome 
vory dull fellows if there wore nobody but 
lawyers. If this Canada were purely an 
agricultural country, we would retrograde, aud 
sink very low in the scale of nations. It is 
tty generally conce le}, then, that we do 
net want to give up our manufactures, But 
how can we get over the difficulties which 
are in the way of securing them? First, we 
must make money plentiful. How was that 
to be done? Well he wasa ‘‘rag baby” man, 
and he believed that the best way was by 
means of a National Currency. But the 
people had not yet been educated up to that 
point, In the meantime, the only planto be 
adopted was to induce foreign capitalists to 
invest their money here in manufacturing in- 
dustries. But how will these industries, once 
established, be maintained ? By making labor 
escheap here as in European countries? 
Surely no one, with the interests of his coun- 


try at heart, would advocate such a» p’an— 
eyon with the ultimate prospect of making a 
fortune, We do not want to make this 
country a cheap country tolivein by means 
of cheap labor. The only way, then, to 
foater our infant mapufacturics is to protect 
them by means of tariffs, He defied anyone 
to point to a single country which had built 
up its industries by apy other means than 
protection, Did England become a great 
manufacturing country by means of free- 
trade? No one acquainted with the history 
of commerce will assert such a thing. Envg- 
land’s iron industries were builtup by a sys- 
tem of protection to which the systems now 
in existence oan afford no parallel, Over two 
centuries ago Evgland could not compete 
with tho continental nations in the manufac- 
ture of iron, and it was found necessary to 
protect that industry, A slight protective 
tariff of £35 per ton onsomo kiods of iron 
was adopted ; those employedin the manu- 
facture of the ison wero forbid, on pain of 
tovere panishment, to leaya the gountry ; and 
if anyone was detected in assisting ii the 
escape of a workman, or jn the sh'pment out 
of the country of any machioery used in the 
maoufsoture, such one was imprisoned and 
punished with extreme rigor, By such 
methods as theee, Kngland, after the lapse of 
200 yoars, was able to manufacture iron cheap- 
er than avy other nation, and could afford to 
allow ber manvfactures to stand on their 
own bottom. But,during the first half of this 
prescat century, the high price of breadstuffs 
+0 increased the cost of labor that it was found 
necessary, in the interests of manufactures of 
all kinds, to abolish the duty oncorn, The 
repeal of the corn laws was hailed with de- 
light by the artizen class of Kogland ; put it 
turned out thatthe measure was not made 
in favor of the poor working olasses, but for 
the benefit cf the manufacturers ; cheap labor 
was the obiof motive. Mr, John Bright, one 
of the lights of Free Trade, shortly after the 
abolition of the duty on corn, went to his 
men (as did glso many other employers of 
labor) and said: ‘‘Now that the price of 
bread is reduced, I cannot afford to psy you 
such high wages as you have been receiving, 
so you must be satisfied with» reduction,” 
England hasalwoys been solfish in her ad- 
vocacy of free-trado principles, and English 
freo-traders are not oven honest—for, while 
they olaim that England is a free-trade 
country, itis afact that sho raisos wore 
money by dutics on three articles than the 
United States does on all imported English 
goods, English free-trade is merely disguised 
protection, The United States is a notable 
instance of a country made great by protec- 
tion. But what tho United States has done 
wocan do, There is nothing to prevent us 
from becoming as great m manufacturing 
country aw the States, Canada is the only 
conntry in the world that can produce steol- 
iron oro io great qusntith We « xport our 
ores now, and realize from them §2,00 por 
If manofactured hore, into rails, nard-

meoting with experiences dirootly contrary to 
that doctrine, A farmer once wont to ma + 
kot with somo butter tosell. When ho got 
to market ho found that all ho could get for 
his butter was 8 contsa pound, but ho re- 
fusod to soll it for such a low figare—declaring 
that ho would rather take it home and uso 1t 
for axlo-groaso, So ho came back home with 
his butter. Oo his way home, however, he 
went into a clothing store to learn the price 
of overalls, a pair of which he wanted. He 
was surprised and ploased to find that he 
oould buy a pair for 50 cents; and as he con- 
sidered that that was about as cheap as he 
could get thom for, he bought the overalls and 
took them home, When ho arrived, his wife 
asked bimif hehad sold the butter, He 
said, no ho had not, because be could not got 
more than 8 cents for it, bat he added that 
ho had made a good bargain on the way home, 
and exhibited the overalls that he had bought 
so cheap, But his wifo was the sbrewder of 
the two, and she said to him, ‘‘Ah, don’t you 
seo that the reason why the overalls are so 
cheap is, that the woman who made them 
must got very low wages, and so ashe can't 
afford to use butter with her bread, or must 
pay such a low price for it that it will nob pay 
you to make it, So that, after all, you 
might better have paid a higher price for your 
overal s and received a better price for your 
butter,” It isnot alonein the interests of 
manufacturers and citizens, but for the bene- 
fit of farmers also, that protectionists are 
striving. Everybody is willing to buy in the 
cheapest market where oyerything {eto be 

gained, and nothing lost, by doing so; but 

sensible people, before they buy in the cheap- 

est market, will pause and consider whether 
or not, by so doing, they will destroy the 
market in which they wish to sell. The 
grand objeot of our free trade friends is to 
make this a cheap country tolive in: why 
then, do they not emigrate to the South Sea 
Islands, where all that is required to clothe 
them would be an ulster made out of fifty 

cents worth of carpeting. A true protection- 
ist believes that mero living is not the end of 
life. He trusts to enablo a man to live com- 
paratively well and save alittle money for 
comfort in old age, and for» certain amoun’s 
of culture for himself and family. lie knew 
for a fect that workingmen throughout the 
country were better paid now than they were 
before the National Policy came into force, 

A geotleman asked him the other day, ‘‘What 
about the labor strikes in Toronto? Are 
they not caused bythe N. P.?” ‘'Yes,” he 
replied ; ‘they are undoubtedly due to the 
N, P., furifit wre not for that, the men 
would not haye enough money ahead to enable 
them to strike ! The great difference between 
these strikes and the strikes which might 
have o>curred if the N. P, had been defeated 
is this ; that whereas the object of the present 
strikes is increase of wages, tho strikes that 
would have occurred would have been against 
a reduction of wages,” It wasa remarkable 
faot that nearly all the strikes which have re- 
cently taken place in England have been 
strikes against reduction of wages, while 
nearly all those which have ocourred in the 
United States have been tor the object of 
securing an ioorease. Whidh of these -two 
situations indicated the healthier condition 
of affairs? Mr, Wright here quoted statis 

tics to prove that artizans and laborers of-all 
kinds received higher wages in the States 
thanio England, But free tradera.say that 
by the increase of workmen's wages’ the 
price of manufactured articles is raised, 
No one could nome a single article 
whose prige has been permanently raised by 
protection. Home,competition must keep the 
price down, Steel rails were in 1868 manu- 
factured in the States for $158 per ton, The 
price had, by means of competition, steadily 
decreased since then, until last year they were 
sold for $47. He quoted ons convincing in- 
stance of the benetits of protection. -S moe 
time ago tha Americna mavufacturers of nuts 
and bolts determinéd to crush cut the Qata- 
dian manufacture of those articles.

THe QUES 


An Exhaustive Paper on Free 
Trave and Protection. 


Free Trade an Anomaly Hven in 
ritain, 


Professor Denslow has recently con- 
tributed ao valuable paper on the subject of 
free trade, from which semething may be 
gleaned profitable to the people of Oanada 
exercised over the voxed question. After 
describing the system of tolla which was 
pursued by the ancient peoples, he points 
out that recent as is the birth of the United 
States, that country was tho first to estab- 
lish perfect freo trade among all the people 
within one national boundary. France did 
not abolish the lines of interior custom 
houses until the revolution of 1793 ; Ger- 
many did not abolish them until the 
formation, in the years 1810 to 1830, 
under the influence of Frederick List, who 
had resided in the United States and bor- 
rowed the idea from us, of the Z dilverein, 
or Oustoms union, which was the root idea 
of the present German Empire, List, a 
graduate in the American avhool of pro- 
tection, long a resident of Pennsylvania, 
and a disciple and friend of Matthew Oarey, 
waa the agent of the Prussian Government 
In negotiating the Zollverein. England 
never recognized the element of national 
unity betwoen Ireland or Scotland aud 
herself by declaring free trade to all within 
the United Kingdom, but down to the 
repeal of the corn laws in 1846 levied dis- 
criminating duties especially against Ire- 
land, until by that act she admitted Ireland, 
on the same basis 4s all outside nations, to 
what is in England termed free trade. 
Within the kingdom of Enyland herself, 
however, national unity was recognized at 
a very early period by limiting the Oustoms 
duties on the mere transit of goods, as dis- 
tinguished from their manufacture, to 
those collected on imports and exports from 
the kingdom. Those collected at London 
were paid at a point just below the city 
called Billingegate, a circumstance which 
has affected the language in which economic 
questions have been discussed even down 
to the preaent day, The United States, 
therefore, were first in establishing perfect 
free trade within the borders of one ex- 
tended nationality, and in surrounding 
that nationality with a cordon of Customs 
duties which should be equal to all within 
its boundaries, 

He points out that the term free trade 
has meant even within a century very 
different and opposite ideas. Adam Smith 
wrote buta little over a hundred years ago 
quite severely agsinat the average class of 
commercial duties which had till then pre- 
vailed. His strictures were so pointed that 
he is sometimes erroneously quoted as an 
advocate of unrescricted and free forcign 
trade. But in fact he reserved four classes 
of cases in which a nation may wisely lay 
pee duties upon imports. Mr. John 

tuart Mill also reserved two classes of cases 
in which protective duties may wisely be 
laid. These six classes of cases cover about 
all that is claimed by the American pro- 
tectionists, as well as by those of Canada, 
Australia, France, Germany, Austria, and 
Russia. 

Upon the English tariff, so often quoted 
as a sample free trade tariff, he says:- 

‘* Her import duty on tobacco is from 84 
to 92 cents per pound on the raw or un- 
mautfactured tobacco, and from $1.04 to 
$1 16 onthe manufactured. This additional 
20 cents a pound is purely protective, i e. 
designed to compel the importation of it 
raw in order that British workmen may 
have the profit of mavufacturing it. This 
specific duty is about 1,530 per cent. on 
the raw,and 1,930 per cent. on the smoking 
or plug tobacco, Uiyars pay a duty of $1 32 
a pound. Any American desiring to take 
200 tons of tobacco to Hogland in a fishing 
smack, and to pay the duties on it in tobac- 
co itself, would have to fill a steamer with 
from 4,000 to 56,000 tons of tobacco of 
the same quality, for the Goyernment. 
England collectson the importation of 
tobacco, mostly from the United Stats, $46,- 
000,000 a yea which ia far more than we 
collect on all imports of Eaglish products.” 

The effect of freo trade upon the farmers 
of England Las been most disastrous ; since 
1876 the losses by farming in England have 
been $650,000,000. The year 1880 shows 
2,650 baakrupt farmers, in the technical 
sense, i. ¢, mon who have gone through 
bankruptcy. England arid Wales had 512 
farme, containing 44,000 acres, wholly uu- 
occupied in June last, and the average re- 
duction in rents was from 10 to 50 per cont 
last year. 

Disoussing the results of protection as 
seen in the experience of the United States, 
Professor Denslow affirms that these prop- 
ositions are to be deduced from the experi- 
ment in protection made in the United 
States:—1st, protective duties promote 
revenue ; 2ad, they increase forvign trade ; 
urd, they enhance domestic production ; 
4th, they compel chospness in manufac- 
turers’ prices ; and, bth, enhance the prices 
of farm products to a degree surpassing any 
other policy, He continues ; 

‘* In fourteen years of duties for protec- 
tion our total revenue was 35,032,000,050. 
Viewed merely from the revenue stand: 
point, the protective duties were 6} times 
more effective than those which professed, 
because avoiding protection, to be levied 
for revenue only,” 

The following extract will show by what 
process Professor Denslow proves the other 
four branches of the benefita experience has 
shown protection has conferred upon the 
United States :— 

**Do protective duties lessen or om- 
barrass our foreign trade? On tho con- 
trary, wo havo novor had bo much oapacity 
te purchase and consume the products of 
foreign nations as under these duties, In 
1860 our total imports and exports were 
695 000.000, for 31,500,000 of people, or 
$21 16 per capita. In 1881 they were up 
wards $1,613.770,633, for 60,000,000 
people, or $32 per capita, au increase of 
50 per cent. in the average power of our 
peop'e to buy and sell abroad, under high 
duties, over what it was under low dutics, 
In. 1860 wo consumed $1071 worth of 
foreign goods peor head per yoar; 1p 1880 
woe consume $13 30 worth, an increase of 
shout one third, But our increase in the 
consumption of the kinds of gooda formerly 
imported is immensely greater, owing to 
the greator catio of growth io our domestio 
production. We make 120 times as much

“The total population of the United 
States are buying and woaring 85 37 worth 
per capita per year of woollen goods now, 
A against $3.17 worth per capita per yoar 
in 1860, the supply being two thirds larger 
than it then was. J am informed by Mr, 
Marshall Field, tho leading dry goods 
merchant in Chicago, and probably in the 
Uuited States or in tho world, that the 
prices at which the ordinary cheap woollen 
aod cottons sellin the United States are 
lower than in England. ‘But,’ he added, 
‘on fine and costly goods we cannot com- 
pete in the markets of the world with Eng. 
land until we have her cheap labor, hor 
labor being in some departments one-fourth 
the cost of ours, and wecan never have 
cheap labor so long as wecontinue our 
high protective tariff.’ Our Qonsul at 
Leeds reports that cheap suits of woollen 
and cotton clothing made up, soll for leas 
money in Washington than in Leeds. The 
prices being a8 low or lower on the great 
balk in value of both cottons and woollens, 
it follows that the increase in the supply in 
woollens, if stated in yards, would be 
greater than as atated above in dollars, In 
1860 our wool product was three pounds 
per capita for our whole population; in 
1880 it is 64 pounds per capita. We then 
imported less than one pound per capita, 
or 28 5609 211 ponnds in all. We now 
(1880) import 128,500,000. or more than 
24 pounds per capita. We employ six 
times as much capital in the manufacture, 
pay 24 times as mavy hands, and pay 
‘them tive times as much wages as in 1860, 
while our increase in population is only 
two-fifths. The order of the trilogy is 
protection, abnndant production, cheap- 
nes, What we have said of the woollen 
manufacture is true of that of boots and 
rhoes, leather, cottons, cutlery, glass, pot- 
tery, iron, and steel.

From the Mail's Correspondent, 

Orrawa, May 6.—In tho courre of an enor- 
getic speech, Hon, Mr, Bowell, Minister of 
Customs, brought t> light one of the bits of 
jobbery and corraption which marked the 
oaresr of the last Grit Government of Cana- 
da, 

Ninety-seven officers were appointed as de- 
puty inspectors of weights and messures un- 
der the Act of 1873. Itoin scarcely be 2re, 
dited that the Grit Governmont, led by tho 
purist Mackenzie and the purist Blake, passed 
an order-in-Connoil dated September 30th, 
1875, appointing these ninety seven officers, 
informing them that their salaries would begin 

the date of their surety bonds being sp- 

ved, and that then these deputy inspectors 
were left for months and months without 
having anything to do but todraw their ealar- 
ies, the Government not having the ordinary 
sense to provide the officials with the tools 
they required for the work they were paid to 
perform, For months and months, extending 
in some cases beyond a year, these officials 
did not do a hand's turn, bu’ merely waited 
for the instruments and apparatus needed, 
As Mr, Bowell read off name by name the list 
of men, and pointed out now this fact, adding 
lackness to the dark transaction, and now 
that fact showing the deliberateness with 
whioh the Government assisted these ninety- 
seven men to draw month by month salaries 
they nover earned, it was no wonder that the 
Opposition grew restive, and called out ‘6 
o'clock” before the minute hand indicated the 
arrival of the hour for recess, No wonder 
Sir Albert Smith interrupted Mr. Bowell, and 
astonished at the audacity and corruption of 
his colleagaes, avorred that these salaries ob 
tained, but not earned, by theac ninety-soven 
stalwart Grite, could not have been paid by 
the Grit Government, But Mr. Bowell’s 
torse, ‘' Yes, the Liberals appointed them, 
the Liberals pald them, and we dismissed 
them,” was true, and cou'd not be gainsaid, 
The older and more oupniog members of the

HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Lonpon, May 8.—In the Houso of Lords 
Earl Granville moved tho adjournment. He 
delivered a eulogy on Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish, who, ho sald, suffered a shooking death, 
but a glorious one, for he foll in the sorvioe of 
his country. 

The Earl of Salisbury seoonded the motion, 
Hoeaid though this was not an occasion for 
political observations he bad no doubt the 
course taken to-night would be only the pro 
lude to stern and vigorous action. 

Earl Cowper exprossed his sonso of tho ir- 
roparable loss the country had sustained. 

The Duke of Marlborough fully concurred 
in the sentiments expressed by Earl Cowper, 
and referred to the groat sorvioes of Mr. 
Burko 

Lord Carlingford spoke in a similar strain. 

IN THB COMMONS. 

Lonvon, May 8.—Every part of the House 
of Commons was crowded this afternoon, At 
4:20 o’olook Mr. Gladstone arose, and with 
great emotion and tremulous voioe, moved 
tho adjournment of the House. Ho said that 
the blackness of tho crime and the horror it 
excited throughout the entire kingdom was 
unparalleled, In the murder of Mr, Burke 
thoy had been robbed of one of the ablest, 
most upright, members of the Civil Servioe, 
But the hand of the assassin came noarer 
home, and one of the noblest of hearts ceased 
beating while fall of hope and love for Ireland, 
** As far as the Government were concerned,” 
said Mr. Gladstone, “‘all previous arravge- 
ments must be re-cast,”” He would on Thurs- 
day ask the House for leave to introduce a 
measure for the repression «{ crime in Iro- 
land. He believed he would be assisted from 
all quarters of the House, Onan early day 
he would introdace a measure dealing with 
the question of arrears of rents 

Sir Stafford Northcote seconded Mr. Glad- 
stone's motion for adjournment He promis- 
ed that the Opposition would support the 
Government in measures for the repression of 
crime, He considered the occasion too sad 
for more than a pasripg tribute of respect to 
the deceased. 

Mr, Parnell expressed the dotestation of aly 
Irishmen for the crime, He believed it was 
committed to frustrate his cause, He did 
not deny that the Government might be com- 
pelled to take eteps to restore order in Ire- 
land, He was of opinion that the crime was 
the work of those to whom he had always 


been opposed. 

Mr, Forster ard Mr, Lowther eulogized Mr. 
Burke. 

The House adjourned until Thursday. 


GOVERNMENT MEASURES FOR (HE PREVENTION 
OF CRIME, 


Lonpon, May 8.—T he bill which will be 
introduced for the prevention of crime in 
Treland will inolude olauses desling with 
seoret societies and providing for trial for 
agrarian offences by special tribunals. It is 
probable that in cases of outrage a heavy fine 
in the shape of compensation will be imposed 
on the districts in which the orime has been 
committed. It {is expected if the bill does not 
interfere with personal liberty and the right 
of public meeting the Irish members will not 
offer serious opposition.

Mr. Otto Trevelyan has boca appointed 
successor to Lord Cavendish, whose remains 
will be interred to-day. 

The Lord Lieutenant has i-sued a proclama- 
tion offering a reward of £10,000 for such 
intormation as shall lead to the conviction of 
tho assssains, £1,000 being offered for suoh 
private information as shall lead to the same 
result, and a free pardon to any accomplice 
not actually engaged in the porpetration of 
the orime who may gave rimilar information, 
together with a spocial protection in any part 
of her Majosty’s dominions, 

Mooro, the man who was first arreated, has 
beon dis harged. 

MORE AB)UT THB MURDERS, 

The following additional information rogard- 
ing the assassinations has como to light. Two 
bicyolist fitters in the employ of the railway 
compavy passed the spot whore the murders 
wore committed, They saw tho assassins 
atrike the victims, and heard Lord Cavendish 
ory, **Ab, you villain,” to his assailant, who 
stabbed him again. Lord Frederick fell 
against the bioyole of one of the fitters, who 
was coming to his assistance, but the murder- 
ors, with their bloody knives, made towards 
him, and both bioyalists made away as fast as 
they could. They saw a car on the road 
awaiting the murderers, but the driver's back 
was turned, Thoy saw a man stab Lord Oa. 
vendish in the back as he lay on the ground, 

TRAOKING THB ASSASSINS. 

Dusitx, May 9.—All the Dublin newspa- 
pers appear in mourning. It is stated the 
police are hopefal of capturing the assassins. 
The officers have received evidence enabling 
them to identify the assassins, It is also 
said the car in which the latter escaped has 
been traced to Leixlip, 10 miles northwest of 
Dablin, where the men alighted to prooure 
liquor. 

Charles Moore, arrested at Maynooth, has 
been brought to Dublin. The evidence 
against him is weak. 

IMPORTANT ARREST, 

Dosiix, May 9.—An important arrest has 
just been made at Tuam of a man believed to 
be the car-man who drove the assassins. He 
cannot account for himself, He gives the name 
of Cloona, The man closely resembles the 
description circulated by the police, Orders 
have been issued to arrest all strangers and 
tramps unable to account for their movements 
the last three days. 

EGAN’S IDEAS. 

Paris, May 10.—Egan, treasurer of the 
Land League, is reported saying he could see 
no necessity for the League repudiating the 
assassinations, No ono in their senses would 
charge them with them. They will be a 
great blow to the League. Egan thinks the 
murderers who are at work are individual 
fanatios and cannot be traced to any political 
organization, Hesays the League will con- 
tinue the agitation openly, and will never be 
satisfied uiitil independence in some form is 
obtained. The number of outrages will be 
diminished by perseverance in conciliating 
the policy, Egan says he haa every reason to 
believe he is still in accord with Parnell, 
Dillon and Davitt. 

DETECTIVES IN GAOL,

detectives haye been jailed, ostensibly on sus-

His query ‘‘ What's in a name?” is 
better anawered by his own use of names 
than by Juliet’s ardent tongue.

yoars ; and which, if it took place {rc quently 
would make the valley of the Red River as 
undesirablo a place to live in as somo parts of 
the Mississippi valley aro now. Rut itis a 
matter of aatisfaction that floods ao less 
liabl» to ocour ovary yoar, ay the capacity of 
the Rod and Assiniboine Rivers to carry; off 
the surplus wator of the respective portions 
of the country whivh they drain inorenses. 
It is woll kuown to old settlors hore that botb 
these rivors arg increasing tho size of their bed 
at a rapid rate every year; and it is safo to 
presamo that before very long they will have 
aicapacity to carry off almost any amount of 
wat.r that may come, When tho great ‘flood 
of 87 years ago ccourred, the Red Rivor was 
a comparatively small atroam, and the writor 
has been informed by parties living here at the 
timo, that foot passengers used to crosa the 
river on a tree which had failen from bank to 
bank a short dietaioe north of where Wioni- 
peg now stands, At the same place the 
river is now over 600 foet wide, thus showing 
at least a quadrupled capacity for conveying 
water, compared with what it bad thea. It 
is salo to aay if the napacitly ofthe river was 
no greater n»w than then, the present rise’ of 
water would have flooded a vastly greater 
extent of country than it has done.

Thore are ways to get more milk by stim- 
ulating feed atthe expense of tho quality, 
but adulterations of this kind had better be 
dopo in the can and not in the cow, to her 
detriment. Her physical condition is a mat. 
ter of cousideration. Hi ramount of walk is 
limited, ond should be procured iu « legiti- 
mate way. I would, in oold weather, have 
the water tepid; very cold water is ipjuri- 
ous, For drawing the milk from the oo 
the milker should not allow him: If to 
converse with others, to sing, or whistle, or 
make any unsvemly noiso to divert the cow, 
until the milk is drawn, Before commencin 
he should wach the bag and rub i} dry. R 
long, soft hid is desirable fora milker. 
The milker should clasp two of the teats in 
each hand, and milk four streams at a time, 
This is not difficult after a few weeke’ prac- 
tice; you draw the milk in half the time; 
the friction of the toats is pleasing to the 
cow. Procrastinating the time in milking 
can be made a fixed habit, and is injurious in 
many ways. Allcovs cannot be milked in 
this manner, from shortness of teats, which 
should lesten the value of any cow, A stool 
for milking should have bat one leg—that in 
tho centre. This cnables the milker to sway 
himself avy way to accommodate the cow, 
An expert milker will milk 20 cows in 49 to 
5) minutes, with an attendant to take his 
pail and hand him an empty one, while an 
ordinary farmer would be au hour and a half 
in doing the same work. Never milk a cow 
in a feverish condition, If it is necessary to 
do 80, do not save the milk—watering milk is 
honorable compared to this 

I prefer grade cows to thoroughbreds for 
milking. A cow may in height ot flow give 
a large quantity, and yet the aggregate at the 
end of the year be leas than another who did 
not give so much in the height of her flow, 
To one instance, a cow giving 29 quarts per 
day for 10 days did not give so mush milk in 
the year as another giving 16 quarts at her 
best. This not unusual in a herd. Generally 
a cow will give one half her milk for the sea- 
son in 90 days from dropping her calf. Ssyen 
quarts of milk per day, or 2,550 quarts in the 
year, is a good yield for any cow; but I have 
made 8 quarts per day, or 2,900 quarts in the 
year, per cow from a herd of 100, one cow giv- 
ing 104 uae per day, or 3,830 quarts in the 
year, They ran very even, but it was after 
five years’ close attention. A cow is best for

THE HASTINGS FIRE. | 


Many Buildings Swept Away. | 


TUE CHIEF WUSINESS PORTION OF THE VILLAGE 
IN AGILF List OF PLACES DE sTROYED— | 
ESTIMATED LOSS BETWEEN $60,000 AND | 
$7),000—a« EN EA AND INCIDENTS 

(From the Peterborough Review, May 11.) 
Onve moro the fire fend has been busy, end 
now tho chief portion of tho thriving village 


of Hastings is one mass of ruins, The factr, 


as for as oan be ascertained at tho timo of 
writing, aro as follows :—About two o'clock 
this morning flames wore observed issuing 
from the rear ond of Bailoy’s carriage shop, 
ov the west eide of Bridge street. Aided by 


tho wind, which waa blowing a porfoot gale, 


the tire spread north to the carriage shop of 
MoNicholls, then to the dwelling house owned 
by T, Coughlin Sr., and ocoupled by a family 
named MolIlmoy! and to O. Striker’s carpen 
penter shop, immediately adjoivivg. In the 
moantime tho flames spread southward, con- 
suming Peters’ storchouse, containing an im- 
mense quantity of hardwaro, salt, plaster and 
general merchandise and from thonce to tke 
stables owned by the same gentleman. ‘The 
angry demon, gaining strongth as it went, 
soon fell foul of Bronnan’s Royal Hotel, 
owned by Fowlds brothors, and that building 
was seon laid low, togethor with T, Howard's 
harness shop and ‘I, Connor's general store, 
bakery and dwelling. The flames leapt scrovs 
tho street as if the distance was only a fow 
inches and making a furious attack on Ueo. 
Jackson's drug store, containing in addition 
to the drugs, a large stook of hardware aud 
boots and shoes speedily awopt it out of exist- 
ence, Hurley's brick store and dwelling was 
the next victim, followed rapidly by a number 
of small stores, ocoupied by Dr. Bogart as a 
drug store, A, Wilson as a harness shop, H, 
F. Holland’s law office, Dr, Clarke’s surgory, 
S. B. Chaffey, draggiat, the post and telegraph

With undiminished appetite the fire con- 
tinued on,licking up everything in its way. 
The building owned and occupied on the 
ground flat by James Fife, on the second flat 
as a tailor shop and dwelling by James Chris- 
tie and on the third floor by Captain Howard, 
asthe Star office, with its contents, soon 
vanished in smoke, 

Simultaneously with the last named struc- 
ture, the Coughlin House block, owned and 
ocoupied by T, Coughlin, jr., as a hotel, burst 
into flames, which penetrated the windows 
from the rear and swept through the fino 
building, with its thiok brick walls, iron sills 
and metal roof, supposed, before being put to 

he test to be fireproof, leaving not a vestige 

of material that could be consumed. The 
stables, sheds eto., in the rear haviag been 
laid low, the fire was stopped, partly because 
the high wind had abated considerably, giving 
the villagers a better chance to cope with the 
furious flames, About 7 o’clock all danger 
of its future spread was over, it having raged 
for fully five hours, 

The total loss cannot fall short of $60,000 
and by some it is estimated at a much higher 
amount, As to the indiyidual losses and in- 
surance it is impossible to speak, as there are 
no means of obtaining the necessary informa- 
tion, 

As might be anticipated from the great 
excitement prevailing on such an occasion, 
several narrow escapes occurred, principally 
persons who were endeavoring to eave their 
household goods from the fiery monster, Mr. 
MoNichol was dragged from bis building just 
in time to save his life or we would have been 
called on to add the loss of human life to that 
of valuable property, 

Owing tothe rapid spread of the fismes, 
very little property was eaved, many losing 
all they possessed on earth. More might have 
been rescued from the fire, but for the fact 
that it was anticipated that it would have been 
checked long before it was, 

In the rear of the Star office was the ar- 
mory of the Hastings company of the 57th 
Battalion, Peterborough Rangers, Captain 
Howard, containing the arms, clothing, and 
acooutremects of the company, all of which 
wore consumed, 

Notwithstanding the faot that the village 
has on different former ovcasions ruffered from 
fire, and that such s large number of valuable 
boildings were at the mercy of the flames, no 
appliance of any kind existed, Wherewith to 
check a conflagration, Witbin a stone's throw 
of the burned district is the river, farnishing 
an abundant supply of water and almost un- 
limited power suitable for driving a wheel. 
This fire will furnish food for reflection, and 
according to the old adage, although it does 
on this oocasion seem like locking the stable 
after the horse is stolen, the Civic Fathers of 
Hastings will never become too old to learn 
something, and we would sugcest, and the 
suggestion has been mado before, that they go 
to the exponse of a few hundred dollars, pur- 
chase a wheel and a few hundred feet of hose, 
sofficiont to cover the business portion of the 
town and thoy can then bid defiance to the 
destroyer. 

The fire cannot but have a dampening of- 
feot on the village for a time at least, but the 
majority of those who have been ruthlessly 


turned from their homes, can afford to rebuild 
and will doubtless do so, so thatin a short 
time we expect to seo Hastings, like the fabled 
Phnix of old, arise from its ashes. 

We derive the greator part of our infor ma- 
tion from Captain Howard, of the Hastings 
Star, who has just come from the scene of 
destruction, not without marks of his share in 
the contest with the flames, Captain Howard's 
is « particularly hard cass, a8 somo little time 
ago he was 4 sufferer from a fire, having his 
dyelling house destroyed. He is making ar-

TABERNAGLE SERMONS. 


UP AND DOWN. 


“I know both how to be abased, and I know 
how to abound.”—Philivpians iy., 12. 
Happy Poul! Could you really accommo. 
dake yourselk to all circumstances in life? 
Could you go up withous pride, aud could 
you come down without exasperation? Teach 
the same lesson to all. We are at a season of 
the year when vast populations in all our 
cities are changing resideace Having beon 
born ina house, and having all ourliyes lived 
in a house, we do not have fall appreciation 
of what a house is, It is the g owth of thou. 
wands of yeara, Tho human race firet lived in 
clofts of rock, the beasts of the field moving 
out of the caverns to let the human race 
move in, The shephorde and the robbers still 
live in caverns of the earth The Troglodites 
aro a race which to this day prefor the cay: 
eros toa house. They are warm, they are 
large, they are very comfortable, they are 
loss subjact to violent changes of heat and 
cold, ® come on along down to the history 
of the race and we come tothe lodge, which 
was 4 home built out of twisted tres branches, 
Wo come farther on down in the history of 
the race, and we come to the tent, which was 
a home built with a round pole in the ccntre 
and skins of animals, reashiog out in all direo- 
tions, with mats on the floor for the people to 
siton, Time passed on, and the world, after 
much invention, camo to build the house, 
which was 4 space surrounded by broad «tones 
ageinst which the earth was heaped from the 
outside, ‘The roof was made of chalk and 
gypsum aud coals and stones pounded togeth- 
er, Aftor awhile the porch Was born. fter 
awhile the gate. Then hundreds of yesra 
passe i on, ani in the fourtecnth century tho 
modero chimney was constructed. Tho old 
Hebrews had Gpenibgs in their houses from 
which the smoke might escapo if it preferred ; 
but there was no inducement offered for it to 
leave until the modern chimney. Wooden 
keys opened the door, or the keyhole was 
large enough to allow the fioger to be inserted 
for the Jilting of the latch or the sliding. 
There being 10 windows, the people were de- 
pendent for light upon lattice work, over 
which a thin vetl “as drawn down in time of 
winter to keep out tho elemen’s, Window 
glass was, co latesstwo or thre huadred 
years ago in Mngland and Scotland, 0 great 
a luxury that only the very woalthie.t could 
affurd it, A hand-mill and an oven and a fow 
leathera bottles, and som> rude pitchers and 
plates made up the entire equipment of the 
culinary department. Hut the home planter 
in tho old cave, or at tha foot of a tent-pole, 
has grown andenlarjei and spread abroad 
until we have the modera house with its 
brauches and roots and vast girth and height 
and depth of comfort and accommodation, 
Architeoture in other days busied itself chietly 
in plarniog and building triumphal archos 
and besiliona and hippodromes and mausoleums 
and columns, while they allowel the people 
for residence to burrow like muskrats io the 
earth, St, Sophia, of Constantinople, St, 
Mark's, of Vonice, St, Peter's, of Rome, are 
only the Raphacler walls against which lean 
the equalyr and the pauperiam of many 
nations, I rejoice that while our modern 
architeota give us grand capitol in which to 
logialate, aud grand court houses in which 
to administer justice, and grand churches in 
which to worship God, they also give much 
of thoir time tothe planaiog of comforiable 
abodes for our tired population. I have not 
so much interest in the Arch of Titus at 
Bencventum as [ havein tho wish that all 
the pecple may baye a comfortable sheltor : 
nor have I so much intereatia the Temple of 
Jupiter Olympus at Athons ayI have in the 
hopo tint every man may have an altar for 
the worship of the true God in his own house, 
And I have not so much interest in the 
science of coramica which gces crazy overa 
twisted vaso or a queer handled jug in vogue 
three thousand years ago, or & pitcher out of 
which the ancient Pharaohs poured their 
drunken debauch, as I have that every man 
have on his table a plate with plenty of health- 
ful food and an appetite to attack it. Thank 
God for your home—not morely the touso 
ou live in now, but the house you were born 
n, and the many houses goa hayo resided in 
since you began your earthly residence. When 
you go homo to-day count over the number of 
those houses in which you have revided, and 
you will be surprised. Qace ina while you 
will find a man who lives in the house whore 
he was born, and whore his fathor was bora, 
and his grandfather was boro, and his groat 
grandfathor was born ; but that is not ono 
out of a thousand casos. I have not boon 
more porambulatory than most poople, but I 
was annoyed when I camo to count up tho 
numbor of residences I haye ocoupiod. ‘Tho 
fact is, thoro is in this world no such thing as 
permanent rosidence, Ino rivato vehiolo, 
and not in a rail caf, from which you can seo 
little, I rode from New York to Yonkora and 
Varrytown on tho banks of the Hudson—tho 
finost rifo on the planet for a man who wants 
to soo palatial reaidonces In fascinating soon- 
ory. It was in the carly spring, and bofore 
the gentlemen of New York had gono out to 
their country residencer. I rode into tho 
grounds to admire the gaidens, and the over- 
soor of the placo told me—and thoy all told 
mo—that all the houses had been sold, or 
that thoy wantod to soll thom, and there was 
literally no exception, although I oalled at 
many places, just admiring the gardens and 
tho pa atial residences.

Ihave again and again been in crisis if 
moving days, and I have stood appalled and 
amazed and helpless in the shipwreck, takiny 
os well as I could those things that floated 
ashore from the breakers, and know how to 
corafort and how to warn and how to encour- 
age tho people; sol preach this practical 
May-day sermon, All there troubles will soon 
be gone, and the bruises will heal, and the 
atiffeaed joints will become supple, and your

My first word, then, in this part of my dis- 
course is to all those who move ont of small 
houses into] larger ones.

of heaven ona lump of loat sugar! The first 
thing you know of them the father will fail in 
business, and the daughter will ran off with 
a French dancing master. A woman spoiled 
by a fine houss is bad enough, bata man s0 
upset is sickening. The lavendored fool goes 
around so dafnty and so precise and so 
affected in the roll of his eyes, or the whirl of 
his canoe, or the clicking of the ivory handle 
against his front tooth, or his effeminate 
languor, and his conversation so interlardod 
with ‘‘ohs!” and ‘‘ahs!” that heis to mo a 
dose of ipecacuanha! Now, my friends, if 
you move into a larger house, thank God for 
more room—for more room to hang your pic- 
tures, for more room io which to gather your 
friends, for more room in which to let your 
children romp and play, for more room for 
great bookcases filled with good reading or 
wealth of bric asbrac, Have as large and as 
fine a house as you can afford to have, but do 
not sacrifice your humility and your common 
sonse, (lo not lose your balance, do not be 
spoiled by your successes, Two or three 
years ago we were the guests on an Eaglish 
manor. The statuary, the foroories, the bo- 
tanical and horticultural gonius of tho placo 
had dove all they could to mako tho placo 
attractive, For generations thore had boon 
an amassing of plate and costly surroundings.

on March lat published an oxtract from 
the British Trade Roturne, which stated 
tho valuo of flour exported from Usnada to 


Great Britain in 1880 to have been £403,- 


$18 and in 1880 £205,000, and this 
the 


alleged decline is attributed to 
National Policy. Tho absurdity of such an 
assortion is solf-ovident, when it is con- 
sidered that tho National Policy was in 
force daring nine months of 1879 aad the 
whole of 1880, our exports of flour to 
Great Britain during which years show an 
increase of 90,575 barrels in each year, 
ayeraging them, as compared with 18738, 
tho last year of the old tariff. 

A return has just boon issued which 
enabled us to show the gross inaccuracy of 
the British Trade Returns. It furnishes a 
statement of the total export of flour from 


i yo Ofer countries Guring tne 18st 
¥ months of 1881, which was 308,304 


barrels, valued at $1,740,821,or say £360, - 
000,—only £155,000 more for six months 
than the Britizh Trade Returns give for the 
whole year. But, of course, the whole of 
our exports of flour did not go to Great 
Britain, and unfortunately the Return 
does not state the countries to which tho 
flour was exported. However, by taking 
former statements as our guide, it is easy 
to arrive at a fair conclusion. In 1879-80, 
then, we gather from the COasnadian 
Trade and Navigation Returns, the 
yalue of flour exported to Great Bri- 
tain was $2,493,473 out of a total of 
$3,019,717, and in 1880-81, $1,988,265 out 
of a total of $2,469,900, or in each your 
Nearly five sixths of the whole. Now 
taking the value of one-half the export of 
1880.1 to Great Britain as that of the first 
six months of 1881, we have $994,127, to 
whioh there remains to be added five-sixtus 
of the sum given by the Return above 
quoted, namely $1,460,684, making a tutal 
for the year of $2,441,811, ayainst tha 
$1,025,000 alleged by the British rade 
Returns. 

As to wheat, the British Returns are 
also very far astray. They give the im- 
portations of that cereal into Great Britain 
from Canada as follows :

This is somewhat above tlie mark, as it 1s 
valuing the pound sterling at $5. Pursuing 
the same course with the Oanadian returns 
as is above specified, we find the true state- 
ment to be as under :

Or, a slight mistake in 1880 of $367,605 
anda trifling error in 1881 of $1,758,330, 

And this is too liberal as to the last six 
months of 1881, our exports of wheat to 
Great Britain having been rather more 
than eleven-twelfths of the whole in 1879- 
80 and 1880-1, 

Tf, in the face of these facts, the Globe 
continues to quote the British Trade Re- 
turns as authority for the alleged decline in 
the flour and wheat trade of the Dominion, 
well and good, but, with the Oanadian 
Trade and Navigation Returns at hand, 
everybody will bein a position to know 
how grossly inaccurate the Globe's authority 
is. Reluctant as the Grit organ is to 
abandon any argument which tends to 
show that the trade of the country is falling 
off, it will find it necessary to bow to the 
stern logic of facts in this instance, at 
least. Evidently the Brish Trade Returns 
are as reliable as the United States Returns 
of immigation from Canada.

Liberal-Conservative majority in tho County. 


He camo to Halifax, and, notwithstaoding 
the howls of the Chronicle aad Recorder for 
jyg-handled free trade, and the copsequent 
destraction of the West India trade, tho 
Sugar Refinery, the rope walk, the Starr 
Manufacturing Company’s Works, &c, Bat 
the West India trade fl urishes, the refinery 
is in a fair way to success and theerection of 
the Cotton Factory is being rapidly pushed 
on. Indeed, the result of his visit here #6 
depretsod the Grits that it is doubtfulif they 
will offer any opposition at the coming 
elections, 

He went to Windsor and denounced the 
cotton duties and showed how the poor con: 
sumer was swindled—and the poople there 
immediately established a $200,0C) cotton 
mill, which will be in operation on tho lst of 
July next, 


He went. to Yarmouth and denounced the 
duty on cottons and woollens,—and the 
shrewd capitalists of that enterprising town, 
after hearing Sir Leonard Tilley’s reply, at 
once set to work aud erected a $50,000 wool- 
len mill, and are now talking of starting a 
$200,000 cotton mill—which would give Yar- 
mouth County to the Liberal Conservatives 
for the next twenty years. 

He went to St, John—and the result was 
the organigstion of a second Cotton Factory, 
and an assursnce of the triumphant return of 
Sir Leonard Tilloy. The erection of ths new 
mill is being vigorously proceeded with. The 
machinery is to be delivered in the Fall.

clares that any change of that policy would he 
a disastrous interference with the progress of 
the country! And nearly all the leading Grits

Ruin of American Forests, 


The very necessities of their situation have 
aroused the people of some of our Western 
States to action. In Kansas, Nebraska, and 
other States, liberal promiums have been of- 
fered for the encouragement of tree-planting, 
and already in many portions of the prairio 
reglon a perceptible change has taken plave, 
and the oye no longer wanders over great 
spaces wlihout sight of shrub or treo, Min- 
nesota has its Forestry Association, and its 
secretary reports that botween seven snd ten 
milliona of trees were planted in that State 
during the year 1876, of which more than half 
a million were planted io a singlo day, ‘‘Arbor 
day,” as it ia oalled, or treo planting day, and 
every owner of land invited to devote the day 
espeolally to the planting of trees, Similar 
efforts have been made in other States which 
are similarly situated in rospect to o supply 
of forest, Tho groat railway companies, whoso 
roads stretch across the trecless prairies, havo 
become in some instances large planters of 
troes, feeling tho nood of them both as soreons 
from the flerce storms that sweep dowao from 
the Rocky Mountaios, and as a source of sup- 
pl, for the tios which are constantly nooding 
ronowal. 

Troo-planters’ manuals aro published and 
distributed freoly, with a viow to aid those 
who would plant by giving thom tho oxpori- 
once already obtalved in regard to tho most 
profitable trees to plant, and tho best methods 
of plantiog. Thusin somo places thoro is 
alroady quite a movement inthe right direc. 
tion, In the roporte of planting the figures 
make an imposing a:gregate. But a liboral 
discount needa to bo sable for tho probable 
failuré of a largo poroentayo of tho troea plant- 
ed, Andoevon with the most goneorous csti- 
mate in regard to the work of plautiog, what 
is accomplished as yet is but o fraction of 
what neods to be done. It is but the fooblo 
boginning of a vast work, Tho talk in of 
millions of trees planted, This sounds woll. 
But a good many troos oan stand upon an 
acro, and the latost estimates pat the annual 
dooreage of our forost area at soven million 
acres, So that Mionosota, with all bor ardor 
in this work, has only planted one treo for 
ovory nore of treos destroyed, An aroa equal 
to that of tho State of Maryland in every yoar 
awopt clean of its treos, Phat is a large seo 
| tion to bo takon yearly out of foreat resources. 
With all that wo aro yot doing in tho way of 
treo-planting, the balance is largely against 
us, With all the interest aud onorgy Merny 

foated by the young West on thiv subj ob, 
| stimulated by hor most pressing a od, Wo aro | 
only planting ene acre while thirty-five aro 
/ jaid baro by the axe and by fire, And wo 
must consider also that the work of destruc. 


tion goos on at an increasing rate from year to 
yosr as our population and our industrios in- 
crease, and that the troos which are felled in 
the product, on the average, of more than a 
century's growth, whilo thoro wo plant must 
grow duriog a contury before they cau fill 
their place.—Harpers' for April,

Tree Planting.

The Lioden and Limo are other nat os ic 
Euglend fir snothor Varioly of the samo tree, 
Its hone prolaving quality is its great re- 
commendation 10 the bee-keeper—buat to 
oth-rsithas advantegos. For beauty, there 
is no treo that lias so large and desp colored a 
leaf, and whon it attains its grow h it iw 
valuablo for timber, It is used for doo - 
panelling and in many parts of carrisges aud 
eleighs, and its timber always c,mmands a 
good price. It is thus useful during {ts 
growth, and atits maturity briogs a nice 
sum of money for the purposes indicated, 
Compare it with the Maplo trdée, so generally 
planted—what is that worth, either daring 
its growth or at maturity, except for fire- 
wood, The Basswood has s luxuriant South. 
ern foliage, and for beauty at least is eq al 
tothe Maplo, Another tree of gfeat value 
to the beo-keepor is the Honey Locust, This 
tree comes in bloom quite early, and is valu 
able on this account, The bees vinit it almost 
10 swarms, and the honey and pollen then 
brought in gets up the excitement in the hive, 
and breeding goes on at arapil pace, Now 
this’ is the very thing bes-kcepera wr nt, 
They want strong stovks, ready to gather 
honey when White Clover comes in, and I 
know of notresor plant which does eo much 
to strengthen the sto:k carly as this Locust 
tree, Have your stock strong early ; this is 
the secret of bes-keepiug. Almost any stock 
will become strong ia the White Clover sea- 
800 ; bus thea the clover houey is used up in 
breeding, and you don’t vet itas surplus. 
If you have no Locust treos in your neighbor- 
hood, you should feed your bees, or abrade 
combs filled with honey already in the hive 
changing combs.to the centre of the brood 
nest, thus spreadiug the brood nest and givi 
the queen an opportunity of laying, whic 
she will be eure todoif you give her a fair 
chance, 

Mr W. C. Wells, of Philipston, the lar- 
gest bee-keeper in this part of the country, 
attributes the goon success of city bee-keepera 
to tho Locust treey, as, by the good start 
from them, we get early brood, aad are thus 
ready with strong stocks for the Clover and 
Basswood bloom. Besides the timber of the 
Locust tree is very valuable; it is exceed- 
ingly heavy s cubic foot of it welghs about 
100 p unds, and is'called moyttein ebony, It 
is valuable for waggoo hubs, coga for ‘mill 
wheele, and other things reqviring great 
strength ; if used for gate poste itis exceed. 
ingly durable Messrs, George Leslie & Son, 
ef J.eslieville, Ont., furnish, amongst other 
valoable treee, the Locust tree, of different 
varieties, They aro all valuable, both for 
honey and timber. It cortainly is the wiser 
to plant a tree which, on attaining maturity, 
is valuable as timber, than to plant one 
which, in the end, is nob oven valuable asa 
fenca post, and only valuable as firewood, 

I am indebted to the Canadian Horticultur- 
ist for valuable suggestions on treo planting. 
The article appears in the February number, 
and is by r. N, Robertson, Goyernment 
Grounde, Ottawa. It is too long to copy into 
this communication, but a few points may 
not be amiss. ‘‘Take the trees up ao as to 
destroy as few of the roots as. possible ; cut 
the tops into » hat is called pole, eight or ten 
feet long, have a good root,a stem without 
blemish, and thus a rapid growing tree. Do 
not take a scraggy, atanted tree ; and do not 
miod haying the troe to stand as it did before 
removed, but plant the side baving most 
roots on the side where the wind will be 
Strongest. Let the hole in which you plant 
be much larger than tho roots, and draw the 
roota out totheir full length. Before you 
putin the soil, do not let tho roots get dry, 
but give them aheavy mulch of sawdust, 
mavure or straw. This oan bo kept in place 
bysfow spadesfull of earth, and place the 
mulch over that a foot beyond the hole where 
the roots are, 


Mr. Johu Wood, with tho American Pottery 
Co,, Trenton, was cured by St. Jacobs Oil of 
an attack of rheumatitm, which had confined 
him to his bed for seventoon weeks, and his 
case was thought worthy of mention by the 
Trenton (N. J.) Gazette.

atory notice of Mr, Brown ‘‘asa citizen of 

Bolleville, and a public spirited, onterpris- 
ing gentleman,” who has, during the past 
thirty years, in conjunction with his 
brothers carried on the foundry and ma- 
chine business here, in which he has em- 
ployed almost constantly on an average 40 
men during the time he has been in busi- 
ness here and has paid out about $400 
weokly for wages alone, making a total 
sum of about $624,000 paid on that acoount 
daring the aforesaid thirty years. We are 
not dealing with Mr. Brown asa business 
man, but as a politician, therefore the 
above plea is not pertinent to the issue, 
further than that, as the proprietor of ao 
foundry which uses foreign iron, Mr. 
Brown’s interests and those of his con- 
stituents are at variance. Mr. Brown's 
object is topurchase iron as cheaply as 
possible ; that of his constituents is to 
induce the manufacture of iron in this city» 
which experience has shown can never be 
without the impositionofa duty to 
encourage and protect the industry jn its 
infancy. Oonsidering his own pocket of 
greater importance than the interests of 
those who sent him to Parliament, Mr. 
Brown yoted as we have above seen. That 
it is a habit of Mr. Brown's to consult his 
own interests, his organ will surely admit, 
when we recall the manner in which he 
dealt with the nominee of the Reform 
Association of West Hastings for the office 
of Collector of Customs at Belleville, no 
longer ago than 1878, after the election. 

We have in time past spoken favorably 
of Mr, Brown as) a:manufacturer, at a 
time, too, when the paper which is now 
eulogizing him beyond his dezerta—for 
everybody knows that it is a gross exag- 
contise to say that Brown’s foundry has 
given émploynient td 40 men at $10 each 
per week for the past thirty years—was 
bitterly opposing him and belittling his 
claims as a business man. But politics as 
well as misfortunes, make strange bed- 
fellows, and 4s Mr. Brown has deserted 
his tormer political friends, and that we 
are inclined to belisve because of the po- 
tent influence of 119,000 substantial golden 
reasons, the newspaper which formerly 
opposed him and attacked him in the most 
malignant manner has now come to be his 
defender. We would give something to 
know what these strangely-assorted friends 
really think of each other. 

Mr, Brown's apologist concludes with a 
series of questions, which are doubtless 
Intended to be posers, but to which it is 
an easy task to furnish answers.

(3). Were not such manutactures quite aa suc- 
ee carried onin Canada under @ revenue 
tariff as now under a protective tariff ? 


No. The Londonderry works, Nova 
Scotia, were about to close when the new 
tariff came into effect. They are now 
employing about four times as many hands 
as under the Cartwright tariff and business 
{s booming there. The iron works at 
Woodstock, New Brunswick, were purchas- 
ed by an American Company because of the 
protection afforded by the tariff, and are 
now being operated on a larger soalo than 
ever before.

The “ Polynesian’s ”" Voyage. 


THE UNUSUAL QUANTITIES OF ICE—DAYS OF 
DELAY—THE SHOAL OF WHALE! TWENTY 
DAYS OUT, 


The Allan steamship Polynesian, Captain 
R. Brown, arrived in port yesterday afternoon. 
Tho weather throughout the passage was fresh 
to strong winds provailing, but at no time 
blowing vory hard. Groat qusntities of ice 
were encountered in the Gulf, through which 
the ship was four days in ondeayoring to tiad 
a passage, The chief officer of the ship to-day 
recounted to our reporter the narrative of the 
passage from leaving Liverpool up to arrival at 
Quebeo, whioh, interesti:g as it is, wo give as 
nearly as possible in his own words as fol- 
lows :— 

We left Liverpool on the 20th of Ap.i! with 
1,260 souls on board with variable winds which 
Continued during the passage, Nothing im- 
portant happened till the 28th when, in lati- 
tude 42 deg. 59 sec,, and longtitude 51 deg. 5 
seo., We passed a number of large ice-bergs 
which we with some difficulty avoided. On the 
20th at 2.15 p. m., we came up with loose 
field ice which we passed to the Eastward of 
and cleared it at seven p.m, On the 30th at 
1,20 a, m, when off Caps Ray we again came 
up toheavy field ics, Finding no passage we 
stopped engines till daylight. At 4.30 we 
tried to find a passage to the northward, but 
finding none we turned the ship’s head to the 
southward, coasting along the ice, At 9,25 
we found the ice very heavy off St, Paul’s 
aud extending to the Sou:h-Wost as far as we 
could see. At 10 we again steered toward 
Oapo Ray and sending off a boat reported 
ship. On that night a sirong gale sprang 
up from the south-east with hail and 
rain. On May let we again endeavored to 
find a passage northward by Cape Anguille, 
bat finding St, George’s Bay full of ice 
We again turned the sbip’shead south-wes.ward 
—water smooth, and steamed along the edge 
of the ice seeking a passage through. Nay 2d 
and 3d we coasted slowly alovg sevking a pas- 
sage, but finding the ice too heavy to enter, 
we bore up for Halifax, where we landed the 
steerage presengers, thinking it not prudent 
to enter the ice with so many on board, Ar- 
riving in Halifax on the 5tb, we took in coal, 
which was getting low, and left on the 6th 
for Quobeo, proceeding by Cape North, We, 
however, found very heavy ive close ia shore, 
which compelled us to turn the ship southward 
agsin. At 10a.m. we passed the S. 8, Quebec 
steaming northward in search of a passage. 
On May 8t we were skirtiog the ice to the 
south-eastward and passed the bark Maud, of 
Newozstle, bound weat. We saw aleo here 
numbers of large whales spouting vigorously, 
to the great amusement of the passengers, 
especially the ladies, The latter were 
in particularly good humor throughout the 
entire parssge, 1egarding the ice-fields and 
our tacking about an‘ struggles to got through 
them as the rareat of fun, many of them ex 
pressing the wish that ‘it might last 9 month 
longer!” At8 p. m, on May 8th, when off 
Cape Ray, we passed through a quantity of 
loose field ice, which became closer packed as 
we proceeded, At4a,. m, on the 9th, aceing 
clear water to the north-eastward, wo shaped 
our course in that direction and got clear of 
ice at 6 p. m., losing sight of it finally to the 
south-castward at a. m. and feeling right glad 
at the prospect of continuing our passage to 
Quebec without any further obatrootion, At 
10:40 p.m we passed Capo Rosier and arrived 
at Que! eo early next morning after a ‘tedious 
passage of 20 daye. The ship received no 
damage and the passengersenjoyed the best 
of health’ one and all.—Afontreal Witness

The Trent Valley Canal. 
DISCUSSION IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


(From the Official Report.) 


The report whivh we previously published 
on this important subject furnished but am 
meagre outlive of the debate, aud besides did 
nat give the remarks nf the member for West 
Hastings, Therefore we reproduce the official 
report of the discussion. 

373. Tront River navigation—For the con- 
struction of Jooke and the improvement of 
navigation between Lakefield and Balsam 
Lake, $290,00 *. 

Sir Kichard J, Oartwright—What is tho 
plan under which the hon.gentloman proposes 
to improve that navigation, and what is the 
length of navigation he hopes to get? 

Sir Charles Tapper—Tho hon, gentleman is 
aware that the subjoct of the Trent naviga. 
tion has been engaging the attention of the 
Governmont for the past year, A very caro: 
fal survey was entered upon for the purpose 
of ascertaining the cost ot getting a depth of 
five feet of water throughout the whole sys 
tem on the Trent navigation. That survey 
has been vigorously proseoated during the past 
season, but it was, Owing to its difficult and 
extended character, impossible to make such 
an exact and-accarate location survey as to 
give with anything like acouracy what the 
cost would be. We shall presently come to 
an additional item of $8,000 to prosecute that 
survey to its completion during the present 
seatop. It was found, howevor, that by the 
expenditure of the amoant named in the 
Estimates we could accomplish a great object 
in opening up internal water commur ications 
in that section of the country. The hon, 
gentleman knows that at present thers is clear 
commuoication from Port Hope to Peterbor. 
ough, and from Lakefield, near Peterborough, 
by the expenditure proposed at Buckhorn, 
Burley Rapids and Fenelon Fal's, Communi- 
sation oan be obtained from the railway at 
Coboconk, from which there is railway com- 
munication to Toroato. About sixty-five miley 
of navigation will be opened in this way, aud 
a large uecticn of country will also be opened 
up by connection with the latter waters. 
Toese works will open up a navigation alto- 
gether of some 150 miles, 

Sir Richard J. Cartwright.—To what point 
does the hon. Minister hope to extend this 
system finally? 

Sir Charles Tupper.—That is a question 
which I would not like to answer, because it 
will require a survey in order to be in a posi- 
tion to look the question in the face and say 
what expenditure would be involved in build- 
ing the line of communication which has been 
known as the Trent navigation. 

Mr. Anglin —Nowadays, no one, as a mat- 
ter of choice, would transfer freight from rail- 
ways to steamers, if railway communication 
throughout oan be had. 

Mr. Mackenzie,—I think the hon. gentle- 
man iscommitting a great mistake in begin- 
ning # new canal in the present state of trans- 
portation eastward. We have expended about 
$12,000,000 on the new Welland Canal, and 
so far as | koow there is only one vessel, and 
that one on the stocks, at all suitable for the 
navigation of that canal, showing that progresa 
by rail is reaching a point that sets our canal 
navigation at defiance. I asked some of the 
prinolpal shippers how it was that after the 
Government had expended so much money on 
that work, that they did not use it more, and 
I was told by them that they had great doubts 
whether it would pay te carry grain by ves- 
sela at all or not. At any rate the hon. gen- 
tleman should haye a completed scheme before 
Parliament iostead of building a oanal in the 
middle of the country, without beginning or end, 
No man oan vote for that intelligently ; no- 
body knows where itis; there is no map be 

fore us, no plan, no report of an ongineer— 
nothing on which we cao base any argument. 

Sir Charles Tapper, Bafore concurrence, 
I will lay upon the Table of the House the 
report of the engineer anda map showing 
what is to be done, 


Mr, Cameron (Victoris). I do, not agree 
with the hon, member for Lambton that the 
day of onnals is past; but | do not intend to 
discuss that question to-night. The hon‘ 
gentleman #ays that nobody kaoowa where 
this proposed canal is to be. It seems very 
strange that sugh ao remark should come 
from him, considering that for so many yeara 
he held the position of Minister of Public 
Works, and that a large number of these 
Trent works were done under his charge, and 
Ieuppouc that with that devotion to the 
duties of h's office that he alwsys showed, ho 
made himeelf thoroughly famille r with the 
position and character of these works. The 
subject has been discussed in this House on 
more than oae ‘ocomion, and 1 think the 
members know pretty well where tho canel 
is. 1 look upon it as a most important work 
to the goveral interests of the Dominion, and 
not only tothe locality. This canal, when 
completed, will afford the shortest route for 
the transmijsion of grain from the Georgian 
Bay by way of the Trent River and the St, 
Lawrenco Kiver to Montreal. Grain can be 
carried from the whole of the North-West 
and the Westera States, through Lake Miohi. 

an, Lake Superior and Lake Huron to the 
Gerrin Bay, where there are excellent har- 
bors, and then transhipped to bargo#, which 
will be able to pass through this canal with- 
out any change of barge till they reach tho 
sbips at Montreal A _ great  portioa 
of the grain trade now oarried to 
American ports would in that way bo 
carried in Montreal. Therefore I ray this is 
a matter in which the people ot the Dominion 
at large aro vory much concerned, It would 
afford a eaving of some 400 miles of naviga- 
tion, which is necessiated by the present 
route through Lake Huron, Lake St Olsir, 
Lake Erio and Lake Ontario, and would 
constitute afar shorter and more.valuable 
route than that now existing by the Welland 
Danal.. With regard to tho general policy of 
building canals, it is to be regrotted that the 
hon. member for Lambton did not long ago 
come to the conclusion which he has appar- 
ently como to now, that all the monoy that 
bas boon expended on the Welland Canal and 
other canals is thrown away, bocause if he 
had acted om that viow when ho had a largo 
majority at his back in thie Houso he would, 
if his viows aro right, have savod to the 
country tho expenditure of a largo amount of 
money. I am glad for ono reason that ho has 
exprossod himaolf satifactorily, booause in the 
nowspsper supporting tho party to which ho 
belongs in the neighborhood whore this canal 
is proposod to be built, it has been put for- 
ward thatif the people want that canal 
built they havo to return Mr, Blake and his

(Continued from yesterday.) 

Mr, Bowell—I must expross my surprise at 
the confession of the hon. mombor tor Lamb. 
ton of ignorance as to this work. A gentlo- 
man Of his industry, who has given 80 wuch 
attention to public works, ehou'd not have 
forgotton that the firat report of this work 
was mado by Mr, Ba'rd as long ago as 1833 
The route has beon surveyed a number of 
times since and sivoral reports bavo been 
made as toits utility. The hon. gentleman's 
as*umed ignorance is also strange whon we 
refleot that ope of tho Inst acts of his Gov- 
ernment was to transfer all those works to 
tho Ontario Government; and when wo re- 
member that arrangements had been mado 
with some of the gentlemen living along the 
line of that proposed work, by which they bad 
purchased the drowned lands, ond dams were 
to be out down which assisted the Pavigation 
slong that route, and that they were about 
making a pretty good specolation out ef the 
transaction. However, whon the present 
Government oame into power, always recog- 
ih the importance of opening up that 
inland navigation, they set aside the Order in 
Counoil transterring those works for nothing 
to the Ontario Government, who, as I have 
already said, were about having the dams 
blown out,and the lands which had been 
paid for by old Canada transferred to private 
parties, In addition to that there have been 
portions cf that navigation which haye been 
improved by the Ontario Government since 
Confederation by the oonstrustion of some 
sotall dame’ and small canals connecting one 
or two of the Jakes, When this question was 
before the House a few years ago it met with 
the determined opposition of hon. gentlemen 
Opposite ; Iam glad that many of them have 
been converted to this scheme, either by their 
silence or by the conviction of its necessity 
in the interests of the country. When the 
question was discussed two or three years ago 
there was opposition to it, I think we know 
what quelled that opposition, when we reflect 
that certain influential politicians liviog along 
that line intimated to the leader of the pres- 
ent Opporition that it was not in their interest 
to oppose it, ! Consequently we had no oppo- 
sition until to-night from the hon, member for 
Lambton. I was in hopes that every man on 
tbe Opposition side who had given the slight- 
est attention to this matter had been convert- 
ed to the belief that it was absolutely neces- 
sary in the interest of ‘the country. I am not 
surprised at the romark of the hon. member 
for West Hastings, because when this oanal 
is completed, it will terminate at the Bay of 
Quinte in his constituency, It must be very 
gratifying to him to know that the Govern- 
ment, since its formation, has taken a very 
great interest ia this work. If the Govern- 
meat have had no other support from the hon. 
gentleman, I am glad to know he is willing to 
support them in this work, whioh will be of 
such paramount importance to the constitu- 
enoy he represents. 

Mr. Maockenzie.—The proper course, as I 
have always held is, that ff works of this kind 
are to he kept at all they should be kept by 
the. Local Government. The Rideau Canal 
is another case similar to that, We expend 
$50,000 per year on it, and only receive $6,+ 
000 or $7,000 per year revenue from it. What 
is the use of that canal to the trade of the 
country, surrounded as it is by railways? 
With regard to the transhipment navigation, 
I was not tho first Minleter of Pablio Works 
that purposed this course; the present Min- 
ister of Public Works took the initiative in 
that matter, 

Mr. Bowoll. Thatistrue, bot the hon. 
geaotleman should have been oandid enough 
to state that when the late Minister of Pab- 
lic Works offered to transfer them to the 
Local Government, it was with the distinot 
understanding that they should be kept up. 
The bon. gentleman transferred them without 
any such condition. 

r. Cameron (Victois). He transferred 
them, although he had the distinct state 
mentof the Ontario Government that they 
would not keep them up, and the only 
Statute authorizing the transfer stipulating 
that such works oan only be transferred for 
the purpose of maintaining them, 

Mr. Mackeozie.—I do not intend to disouss 
that matter to-night further than'to ssy that 
the works were practically mixed up then, 
They cost $6,000 per year and their revenue 
last year was $290.57, 

Sir Oharler Tuppor.—Asthe hon. gentle- 
man hascomplained of my not giving him 
sufficient information in reference to this I 
will read thereport, It is as follows ;— 


“COPY OF REPORT10 COUNCIL, No. 17,495, 
April 8, 1882, 


‘(Order in Council, No.94,666, April 17, 1888.) 


“The undersizned has the honor to repre- 
sent that from time to time during mapy 
years past, asshown in aonual and otber 
reports, the establishment of a line of water 
communication between Lake Ontario, at the 
mouth of the River Trent, and Lake Huron, 
through the utilizing of existing river and 
lake waters, h«# been under consideration: 

**Thatin 1833 asurvey of the scotion of 
country extending from the mouth of the 
Trent to’Rioe Lake, was made by Mr. N. H. 
Baird, andic 1835 a farther survoy was 
made by hini; dealiog with the! remsioing 
section between Rice Lake and Lake Simoos, 
The contemplated course beiog aa follows :— 
‘Through the Riyer Trent, Rice Lasko, the 
* River Otonabee and Lakes Olear, Buckhorn, 
‘ Ohemong, Yigeon, Sturgeon snd Cameron to 
* Lake Balsam, the summit water, about 166 
‘niles from Trenton, From Lako Balsam by 
‘soanal and the River Talbot to Lake Sim- 
‘00; thence by the River Severn to Goorg- 
‘ian Bay, Lake Huron, the total distance 
‘ being about 235 milos.’ 

‘That operationa were thereupon com- 
mended, but wore eubsequently in 1839, sus- 
pended, owiog to Jack of funds, aud that in 
1841 at the time of the Union, tho scheme of 
forming a line of through communication was 
laid aside, The works were, however, util- 
ized and others wero executed to ald in the 
passage of timber, for which purpose and for 
which use they havo, in parb at least, boon 
maintained ever since, The dimonsions of 
the Dominion Locks are 133 foot 6 inchos in 
lonpth, by 38 feet in width, with five foot of 
water on tho sills. 

‘That in consequence of roprosentations 
made and the reception of various potitions 
from parties interested, an appropriation was 
voted during the last Seesion of Parliament 
to cover the oost of a further snrvey and ex- 
amination of the riyorsand lakes lying be- 
twoon the Bay of Quinte and Georgian Bay} 
and that undor dato the 20th inst, a report 
hes been received from Mr, Thomas Rubidgo, 
the engineer appointed to conduct such aur- 
vey. 
if That under instructions, Mr, Rubidge 
bas directed his attention more spooially to 
the determination of points where the oon- 
struction of works would afford the greatest 
immediate advantage to 1 cal navigation, euch 
wo ks being, at tho same timo, an integral 
part of any greater scheme of through oom- 
munication which may hereafter be carried 
His report nooordingly deals exclusively 
with that chain of Iakes designated by bim 
the ‘Blach Lakes,” which form the head 
waters of the River Otonabeo and oxtonds 
from Laka Kitchimanno to Balam Leke, the 
summit waters of Po hear erly 
chain forming part of the main Ho . 
gation segommnonded by Mr, Baird,

‘That Mr. Rabidge's report favors the con- 
struction of the following works, tho estimated 
cost of which is given;

“That by the works named communication 
would be opeoed betweon Lakefield at the 
head of tho Otonaboe Kapi 1s, about six miles 
from the town of Peterborough, and Lak 
Sturacon, a distinoo of 45 miles ; thence to 
Coboconk oa Gull River, tlowiag ints Balsam 
Lake, a disiance of 16 miles, a southern route 
being opened from Lako Sturgeon to Port 
Perry on Lake Scugog, a distance of 35 miler», 
by means of an existing lock at Lindray.

“That in addition to the above tho coustruc- 
tion of these works would open up some 55

“The Minister recognizing the fact that the 
interests «fa very lirge section of the coun- 
try would be served by the openiog up of 
navigation in this district, and thatthe works 
a5 above set forth are the beat calculated to 
meet immediate requirements, while being at 
the samo time of use in any fartber develop- 
ment io this direciion, recommends that the 
sum of $290,000 be placed in the Supplement- 
ary Estimates for the years 1852 and 1883, to 
be laid before Parliament. during its present 
Sessiou.”

Tilley, the resolutions for an annual grant 
to ald in developing the aca fishories woro 
reforrod to the Committeo of Supply, and 
after oonsidorable discussion a Bill from 
the Government was read a third time and 
passed. The resolutions granting addi- 
tional railway subsidios were then oonsid- 
cred in committees, and a clause was in- 
troduced by tho Government providing 
that all traffic arrangements and running 
powers opjoyed by the diffuront Railwey 
companies over tho lines to be subsidized 
shall be subject to the approval of the Gov- 


ernor in Qounoil. The House went into 
supply. The remaining items in the Esti- 
mates were adopted, and after concurring 
in the same the Supply Bill was passed. 
After some further business the Rodistri- 
bution Bill came back from the Sonate, 
and concurrence in the amendments was 
moved. Oonsiderable discussion ensued 
and one of the Senate amendments as to 
the oasting of votes in the disputed terri- 
tory wasamonded, Resolutions respecting 
territorial divisionsin the North-West were 
next taken up. Sir John explained that 
there would be no organized Governmenta 
in them, and they would be governed as at 
present. In making the divisions) which 
were only for the convenience of settlers 
and postal purposes, regard had been had 
to their possible erection into Provinces, 
The Bill to amend the Petroleum Act of 
1880, was read a seoond time; the bili to 
amend the Indian Actand the Bill res< 
pecting the Bank of Upper Oanada were 
also read a third time each. Sir John in- 
timated that the Bill to define the right in 
certain oases, to assault, wound, or kill 
certain persons would not be proceeded 


‘with. Mr. Cameron (Victoria) withdrew 


the Bill respecting the American Telegraph 
and Gable Oompany. Sir John announced 
prorogation at fiye o'clock to-morrow 
afternoon.

“MIDLAND RAILWAY, 


Annual Meeting of Bondholders 
and Sharcholders. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
A Year of Unequalied Prosperity. 


_ Porr Hors, May 16.—Tho annual moot- 
ing of the bondholders and shareholders of 
thé'old Midland Railway of Oanada was 
held in the Oompany’s offices hera to-day, 
Among those present were Geo, A, Oox, 
President ; Lewis Ross, Port Hope; Robt. 
Jaffray, H. P.. Dwight, ‘Voronto ;J.R, 
Dundas, Lindsay, directors; A Hagel, E. 
8. Vinden,, Mayor Randall, Port Hope ; 
and others, The annual report, was read 
by the President, showing ‘that the grous 
earnings for the year had beon $404 360, 
an increasé of $70,275 over the preceding 
year. 


PRESIDENTS ADDRESS, 


In moving the adoption of the report 
the President,’ Mr. G.” A. Cor, said :— 
“‘Gentlomen, —in moving the adoption of 
the report that has juat been read it is not 
my intention to trespass on your time at 
any length. The figures in the report 
speak for themselves, They show a larger 
gro. revenue, a larger net revenue, and a 
lower percentage of expense than any pre- 
vious year in the history of the Oompany. 
All ouriinterest obligations for the year 
were promptly paid at maturity from net 
revenue. From the sale and hypothecation 
of surplus and preference bonds the entire 
floating debt of the Company was settled, 
and no less than $214,660 73 expended on 
the improvements of the property, in ad- 


‘| dition to the ordinary expenditure under 


that head. The year under review has not 
only been the most successful, bat it has 
also been the moat eventful in the history 
of the Oompany. Ata special general 
meeting of the proprietors held on the 12th 
of December an sgresment was contirmed 
whereby the Midland Railway of Canada, 
by the absorption of competing and con. 
necting lines, increased its mileage from 142 
to 445 miles.’’ After a reference to 
the recent amalgamation, Mr. Oox: went 
on to say: ‘The acquisition of the 
Toronto and Ottawa churter gives us the 
necessary legislative power to extend 
to the city of Ottawa, where we can 
connect with other lines for the sea coust. 
Some of our newspaper friends have been 
good enough to say that this charter was 
obtained simply for the purpose of preyent- 
ing the construction of that line, and pro- 
feas to believe that the only hepe for the 
country is in the Ontario and Quebec line, 
which is proposed to cover precisely the 
same ground. I donot intend to make any 
very lavish predictions or promises for the 
future, I prefer to let that speak for iteolf. 
I wish to state, however, that scarcely 
three months have elapsed since the legis~ 
lation which gave us control of that charter 
received 'the royal assent, and already four 
separate sections are under contract, which 
will complete our line from Toronto to 
Perth. Not less than 800 men are engaged 
on the work, and their numbers are being 
daily augmented, pusbing the work forward 
to completion with the least possible delay. 
We expect to have our trains running be- 
twevun Toronto and Bridgewater, a distance 
of 158 miles, not later than the lst of No- 
vember next, and the contract for the con- 
struction of the 62 miles between Bridge- 
water and Perth, awarded on Wednesday 
last to Mr,’ HJ, Beewer, of Montreal, is 
to be completed by the 10th of May, 1883. 
Possibly English capitalists may be fouad 
who, in their anxiety to assist and encour- 
age railway competition in, Oanada, will 
furnish the necessary funds to the Ontario 
and Quebec Company to build a third line 
over the same ground, lying, as the Oredit 
Valley does, in Wostern Oaturio, between 
and at a short distance on either side from 
two existing lines. But the Qanadian pub- 
lio, who for a time may benefit by ruinous 
competition, while willing to enoourago this 
to the extent of writing sensational news- 
paper articles, will be very careful not to 
inyest much of their own money in it. I 
therefore venture the opinion that it will 
be some time before we seo! the line con- 
structed, But I have taken up more time 
on this subject than I intended. 1 shall 
return to what more directly conoerns our 
own proprietors, and spédk of the position 
and prospects of our own Oompany. *By 
the absorption or consolidation of the yari- 
ous lines to which I have already referred, 
the earning capacity of our road has 
been largely increased, and our securities 
placed in a much safer and more satiefac- 
tery position. The aggregate earnings Inst 
year of the different sections forming the 
consolidated Oompany, in their disjointed 


"| and competing attitude, was enough to pay 


intereat on the entira bonded debt of the 
new Company, and we haye already had so 
far this year (and it is the worst part of the 
year) an increase of $98,603, or nearly 46 
por cent. over the corresponding period of 
last year. ‘The through grain trade, which 
was barely commenced last fall, our ole- 
vator and.wharves having been scarcely 
completed before the winter set in, and 
which consequently added bubvery little to 
the revenue of last year, has opened with 
so much encouragement this season that 
during the last eighteen days we have 
banded the Grand Trunk Vo. at this 
station no less than 315 oars ,of through 
grain, besides largo Chap of lumber 
and other freight. he large amount of 
traftio that we aro handing that Oompany 
at the different stations where we intersoot 
them explains how the Midland Railway 
oan be both a competing and contributing 
Oompany to the Grand Trunk, and while 
maintaining its own independence as a 
competitor, at the same time retaining, by 
ite large contributions, the friendly co- 
operation of that Oompany. And _ the 
circumstances that will add very largely to 
the importance and earning capacity of the 
Midland system is the exocesdingly on- 
couraging prospect of the immediate oon- 
struction of the Ontario and Sault Ste.

The Peterborough Accident, 
HOW RALPH GIBSON MET HIS DEATH. 


The Peterborough Review gives the follow- 
ing further particulara of the fatal accident 
which ocoarred there on the 17h: 

It is customary for tho trains on the Grand 
Jonotion division of the Midland to back into 
the Union Station and when leaving, to back 
out, as tar as a bwitoh, situated jast north of 
Smith street, and about 100 yards above the 
bridge which ie supposed to have cansed the 
death of this poor brakeman, A brakeman is 
placed on top of the train soasto warn the 
engineer of anything that may be on the track 
ahead, The deceased had this position on 
way freight No. 9, about 2 o'clock, and was 
e's ding on one of the first cars, until within a 
few hundred yards of the Cobourg, Peterboro’ 
& Marmora ra:lway bridge, which crosses the 
Midland track, above Smith St. The height 
from the rails to the bottom beam of the bridge 
as measured by one of the jurymen, is 19 feet 
$8 inches. It has never been used «xcept 
for the passage of construction trains, and 
none of thoge have orossed it for five or six 
years ‘at least, Gibson, jt is supposed noticed 
that thestrocture was not sufficiently ele- 
vatod to allow him to pass under in a stand. 
ing position, and duubtless thinking he had 
plenty of time he turned around and started 
to walk back towards the engine, He bad 
traversed the entire Jength of the train and 
was about to atep to the tender, when he was 
struck on the bask of the head by the bottom 
beam and thrown to the track, between a box 
car and the tender, Of course those on the 
epgine sawtho young man fall, the enyine 
was reversed and other means taken to stop 
the train, but the warning was eo short, that 
it was impossible to doit, until the engine 
and tender had both passed over the unfor- 
tunate brakeman. When picked up he was 
unconscious and Dr, Fife, who was at the 
scone ina very short time, at once saw there 
was no hope of saving his life, He was taken 
on the train and epeedily conveyed to the 
Union Station, where other medical,mep were 
present and concurred with Dr, Fifo, 

Within two hours from thetime that the 
accident ocourred Gibsoo was s corpse, not- 
withstanding all that medical skill o.uld do, 
Before breathiog his last, he requested to 
bave his head prepped up, and requested bis 
mate to ack his mother not to take his death 
too much to heart, and shortly afterwards ox, 
pired. 

The body is said by old railway men to be 
tho.most mutilated in the lower limbs that 
over they saw. Tho left leg was split al. 
mostto the knee from the body and just 
banging by a slight ebred of akin, being al- 
most severed aorogs at tho thigh. Tho right 
leg was not so badly mutilated, being cut in 
two just above the kneo. Tho large bones 
protruded on each side of the outs and the 
body was covered with blood, On cach side 
of the head near the ears were great gashes 
and tho face was slightly soratohed in several 
places,

The “Progress” Disaster. 

Latort advises from Riviere du Loup state 
that the steamer Resolule, which rescued the 
survivors from the ill fated Progress, has ar- 
rived at the wharf, Tho Progress is sunk a 
short distance above the wharf in 9 feet atlow 
water. Nineteen of the oréw arrived at Que- 
beo by yeaterday afternoon's train. The names 
of the three men who perished are Edmu:d 
Petit, of Deschambault, mate, unmarried ; 

Ann de Ja Po- 
catiere, fireman, married; ani Ootaye bigole, 
of Carleton, P. Q., assistant pilot, nnmarried. 

The accident was caused by the explosion

- Mr, Harford Ashley, before being elected 
to the Warden's chair, never tired of en- 
deavoring to earn cheap notoriety by claim- 
ing that the salary of the Warden should 
be reduced ; but Mr. Harford Ashley when 
Warden forgot the grievance of Mr. Ash- 
ley, Councillor. After accepting the salary 
he thought to clear his conscience and at 

_the same time make restitution in» such a 
way as would be of the greatest personal 
benefit, so, he informs us, he gave $100 of 
the amount to the Township of Thurlow ; 
and now the Townships of Tyendinagas, 

Hungerford and the other townships that 
supplied the money, want to know why 
Mr. Ashley, if not justly entitled to the 
salary of the Warden, did not pay it back 
to the Oounty, the different townships 
composing which furnished the money, 
and the electors of Thurlow want to know 
if he thought he could purchase the vote 
of the township with a paltry $100, to which 
they never claimed they were entitled.

The Toronto Telegram has not much hope 
of the success of the Grits in the pending 
election. Itsays: ‘It is to be hoped that 
the result of the elections will not be to 
send too strong a Government to Ottawa, 
An Opposition is almost as great a necessity 
asa Government, and it would bea mis- 
fortune if the next Opposition were either 
fewer in numbers or weaker in point of 
ability than the last.”

Hon, John O'Connor retires from the 
Cabinet, and after s short period of rest to 
recuperate his health will be appointed to

Mr. John Qostizan, M. P., enters the 
Cabinet as Minister of Inland Revenue. 

These changes will give in various ways 
general satisfaction. Hon. John Carling’s 
entry into the Cabinet will be received with 
gratification in Weatern Ontario. His poli- 
tical osreer is identified with its political 
history. He entered public life in 1857 as 
member for London inthe Oanadian As- 
sombly; held the seat from that time to 1867 
was elected in 1867 to the House of Com- 
mons at Ottawa,and sat till the general eleo- 
tion of 1874; was a memher of Sandfield 
Maodonald’s Cabinet from 1867 to 1871. He 
was Reociver-General in the old Govern- 
ment of Canada, In 1878 he was re-elected 
for London; and now rounds an active, 
honorable,and respected careerby becoming 
a Minister of the Crown for the Dominion, 

Mr. John Costigan is also a public man 
of experience. He isa native of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, but has lived his life in 
Victoria, New Brunawick. He career be- 
gan magisterially, in the positions of Re- 
gister of Deeds and Judge of the Superior 
Court of Common Pleas. He eat in the 
New Brunswick Legislaturo from 1861 to 
1866, when he was defeated. In 1867 he 
wos returned te the first Dominion Parlia- 
ment ; again in 1872; and again in 1874 
and 1878, Mr. Costigan has been promi- 
nent in various public agitations interesting 
to those of his race and religion, in such 
matters as the Now Brunawick school law, 
the case of O'Donohue,and the recent Irish 
resolutions. It isa remarkable fact that 
though his poeitions were all maintained, 
his discretion and judgment were such that 
he never once forfeited the respect and 
friendship of those who differed from him. 
He has been in politics as true as steel ; 
and the Liberal Conservatives of all classes 
will weloome his accession to the Cabinet, 
while among Irish Catholics no doubt pe- 
ouliar satisfaction will be felt. 

It is stated that a change will take place 
in the representation of Prince Edward 
Island, asthe state of Mr. Pope’s health 
renders it improbable that he will continue 
longer in public life,

It was fully an hour efter the time adver- 
tised for the lecture to commence that Mr, 
Wilde arrived—tho delay being occasioned 
by the lateness of the evening express, 
which did not arrive here until after 7 
o’olook ; and—well, since it must be told, 
Mr. Wilde would not stir a peg until he 
had regaled and strengthoned himeolf with 
yiands much more substantial than dew- 
drops and the petals of roses and lilies 
(upon which anti-dyspeptic cates heis popu- 
ly believed to dine.) Just as the audience 
began to manifest symptoms of impatience, 
however, he arrived, mounted the stage, 
disenoumbered himself from the heavy 
cloak which hung loosely from his should- 
ors, threw it carelessly over a bench at the 
back of the stage, advanced, and without 
more ado began his lecture, On first 
view the impression one forma of his cos- 
tume and general appearance is not favor- 
able ; butas the novelty gradually wears 
off, and one has had the opportunity of 
“taking him in’ in detail, the first impres- 
sion is modified,and finally an upprejadiced 
person will probably pronounce him not a 
bad looking man after all. He stands about 
6 feet, and is well proportioned in body and 
limb, His head i3 massive and beautifully 
shaped—the head of an artist, It is cover- 
ed with a thick mane of long brown hair, 
which, falling sround his face, giyes it a 
somewhat feminine appearance, which is 
also strengthened by the smoothness of lip, 
cheek and chin, which are cntirely innocen 

of hair, His features are heavy and not 
by any means beautiful ; but his face is ir- 
radiated bya most gontle, refined and 
pleasing expression, which makes it really 
attractive, and pleasing to look at. His 
voice is good, his articulation excollent,and 
his elocution on the whole admirable. His 
chief elocutionary faults are monotony of 
delivery and a too great tendency to use 
the rising inflection. It is doubtful whether 
he allowed his voice to)fall even once,atthe 
end of a sentenoe, throughout the lecture 
on Tuesday. His gestures were few and 
graceful, but his attitudes—whether inten- 
tional or not—were at times awkward. We 
cannot tell whether resting the knuckles of 
the left hand on the hip, throwing the 
whole weight of the body on the left foot, 
while tho right 1s thrust forward, is one of 
the orthodox esthetic attitudes, but it 
certainly is uot graceful ; it is too suggest- 
iye of the attitudinizer having been seized 
with a sudden stitch in the side, Mr. Wilde 
was arrayed in a kind of nondescript cos- 
tume consisting of a black velvet cut-away 
coat, knee-breeches of the same matorial,silk 
stockings and low,buckled shoes. A perfect 
cascade of rich lace enveloped his neck and 
rested on his breast, and his hands were par- 
tially hidden by lace ruffles. So much for 
Mr, Wilde’s outward appearanceand manner, 
As for the matter of the lecture, it was, on 
the whole, worthy of high praise. It was 
full of noble and beautiful thoughta nobly 
and beautifully expressed. Mr. Wilde is 
already a master of rhetoric. His sen- 
tences are admirably constructed, and fall 
upon the ear with almost the rythmio 
harmouy of blank verse. His language, 
too, is clear and simple, and is not at all 
marked by the bombast for which we haye 
seen Mr, Wilde oriticized. The lecture con- 
tained practicg! and sensible suggestions 
concerning artiatic decoration, which were 
well worth consideration. What was needed , 
he said, in order to elevate and refine suo- 
ceeding generations in this country was to 
teach the principles of art to artizans and 
handicraftsmen, imbue them with a love 
for the beautiful in color and design, and 
the result would be that they would take 
8 pride in doing their work honestly and 
beautifully, and the artizan would event- 
ually be transformed into the artist, 
We could not have truly beautiful work 
done unless the workmen understood and 
were imbued with the principles of beauty. 
In order to refine and properly oultivate 
the minds of children he urged the neces- 
sity of training them early in the love of 
art and surrounding therm as much as pos- 
sible with beautiful things. Art, he claim- 
ed, was the best educator, and would be 
found the most powerful agent in training 
the youthful mind, Nature, he -said, was 
the best schoo) of art, and in nature would 
bo found an inexhaustible supply of studies 
in color and design. Hedenied the pre- 
vailing opinion, that commerce is opposed 
to art, and pointed out that those Italian 
cities in which art had flourished 
most vigorously—Genoa, Florence and 
Venico—had been the greatest marts of 
commerce in the world; and the noble 
architecture, painting and sculpture which 
still make those cities contres of art even 
at this day, were endoripng monuments of 
the liberality and genuine loye of art 
which distinguished the merchants and 
bankers who built them. The lecturer's 
descriptions of Italian scenery were ad- 
mirable—almost worthy of his master in 
art, the revered Ruskin. But though the 
lecture was, aga whole, worthy of great 
praise, there were several thoughte and re- 
marks in it which would not stand the test 
of common sense, and which woro, indeed, 
foolish. We will only mention one as an 
instance, He praised the beauty of the 
Ottawa River, but expressed his abhor- 
rence of tho sawmills

The Globe alleges that Ontario has now 
only three seats in the Oabinet. As a 
matter of fact there are four, Senator Mac- 
pherson being an Ontario man. After 
June 2th thero will be five Ontario mem- 
bers inthe Cabinet, namely Sir John A. 
Macdonald, Sir Alexander Oampbell, and 
Mesers. Bowell, Oarling and Macpherson.

Mr, Blake also charges tho Government 
with haying increased tho rato of taxation. 
Under the Mackensic Governmont—pro- 
porly taking deficits into account—the rate 
per head of tho population was $4.85 per 
head per annum. Deduoting tho surplus 
for 1880-1 (required to make up the deficits 
of former yoars) the rate of taxation was 
94.65, or 20 cents less per each man, 
woman and child in the Dominion. 


Ho also charges that the expenditures 
have boon larger, wheroin he is untruthful 
again, Tho avorage Government expondi- 
ture chargeable to consolidated fund for 
the five years of tho Mackenzie Govern- 
ment wore $23,035,856 annually, or $5 91 
per head of the population, ~ During the 
following three years tho like expenditures 
have averaged $24,936,190 annually, or 
@5 82 per head of the population, a saving 
of 9 cents per capita. Mr, Blake's arith- 
metio, then, is sadly delicient in ocorrect- 
ness. 


Our local contemporary has acoused the 
Government of granting $200,000 for the 
Tront Valley Canal as an election dodge. 
Here is what the Bobcaygeon Independent 
—an equally pronounced Grit journal— 
saya onthe subject: ‘It is only proper 
that this journal should express, in the 
clearest manner, its commendation of the 
Government of Sir John Macdonald in re- 
gard toits action in making a grant of 
money towards the construction of the 
Trent Valley Canal. There was for 
some time a general doubt existing whether 
the Government was not using the canal as 
a mere political dodge. In this doubt we 
shared, and now that the Government ‘has 
declared its intention of proceeding with 
the work, and has appropriated a sum of 
nearly three hundred thousand dollars to- 
wards the commencemwnt of the enterprise 
it is due to Sir John Macdonald and Sir 
Charles ‘upper that we should give to the 
Government the commendation which is 
justly ita due, Sir John deserves oom- 
mendation and no doubt he will receive it 
from the numerous intelligent communities 
who are all interested in the construction 
and completion of the Trent Valley On- 
nal,” 

it is not many years since that the num- 
ber of cotton mills in Oanada could be 
counted on the fingers, and when the num- 
ber of spindles was less than 50,000.

ciation, Where, then, is the seourity that 
Mr, Blake's views would not be found to 
be moderate, as compared with those of 
his supporters, were they given the oppor- 
tunity of dealing with the tariff?

Mr, Blake and the Senate. 

In his manifesto Mr, Blako proposes to 
“reform” the Senate by reducing the num- 
bor of mombors and having thom olected 
by the people. Tho Glode recently disous- 
sed this plank in the Grit platform, and 
thus forcibly set forth the chief objections 
to the elective syatem: ‘It in obvious 
that it is objectionable that the lective 
schome, if carried out vs before, doos not 
hold out to the Reform party an immediate 
prospect of obtaining the representation in 
the Senate to which its numbors entitle it, 
Another objection is thofdiftioulty of work- 
ing two olectivo Houses under our presont 
system of responsible govery mont. It may 
be said that no diffioulty aroso with the 
elective Legislative Council of old Canada, 
which is yery true, but the presence of 80 
many nominated members up to the time 
of Confederation had a tendency to prevent 
tho assertion of authority by the Oouncil. 
Tho truth is, however, that the submission 
of the Upper House to the Lower is the 
sole means by which harmony between the 
threo legislative bodies—the Orown, the 
Commons and the Senate—can be main- 
tainod,and if it is provided that the Upper 
Houso shall always give way to tho Lower, 
it is ebvious that the Upper will be of little 
yalue to the body politic. If the Lower 
gives way to the Uppor Houso wo have the 
spectacle of the will of the poople as ex- 
pressed by the Ohamber elected for the 
shortest time, set at naught by other repre- 
sentatives sitting fora long term. If there

upon legislation.”

Teachers should, by frequently reading 
aloud, correct these errors in themselves, 
and then they oan more readily correct 
them in others,

Rey. H. G. Parker then gave his plan of 
teaching Oanadian History. He would 
first divide the history into periods marked 
by important events, and around these 
group the facts to be taught ; he would also 
use maps, charts and portraits of men who 
have taken an active partin the history 
of the country. 

Mies Diamond and Misa Bollard sang

In introducing the subject of ‘‘ Good and 
Bad questioning,” Dr, MoLellan said that 
those who can question well can teach 
well. The objects to be attained by judi- 
cious questioning are (1) to fiad out what 
the child knows, (2) to tix the knowledge 
more firmly in the mind, (3) to discover the 
pupil’s difficulties and misapprehensions so 
as to be able to assist or correct them, (4) 
to teet what has been taught. The ques- 
tioner should possess the power of seeing 
the end from the beginning, he must havea 
minute and accurate knowledge of the faots 
t» be taught, and be able to put himself in 
sympathy with the child and have a full 
knowledge of the child’s character and dis- 
position, Questions should be clear, terse, 
pointed, and not those that oan be answer- 
ed by asimple yes orno or by a single 
word. Tho discourse was one of very great 
interest to teachers and was well appreciat- 
ed. The Rey. J. W. Burke endorsed the 
Dr's remarks, and advocated encouraging 
mutual questioning.

Mr. Bowoll—Mr. Speaker, if the hon. 
moimber for Niagara pronounced his...faneral 
oretion, we have jost now hat oa mournful 
dirgo from the leader of tho Opposition, who 
has oceu ied the time of the House during 
tho Inst four or five boars, in wailings and 
curser, dividing hia diacourse into two or 
theo parts, Tho first was abuse ; the socond, 
defence of the Ontario Government and its 
division of counties into electoral distriote ; 
and the third, a oriticiam of, the bill before 
the House, winding up with general abuse, 
which always characterizes that hon, gentle- 
man when ho addresses the House, (Hoar, 
hear.) We havo had from the hon. gentlowan 
a vow oboice epithets to whioh I shall allude, 
He firat designated those who had anything 
to do with this billas Tory conspirators, as 
Tory schemors, as fraudulent, and dishonest 
boastors and braggarts, and manipulators of 
electoral divisions, as presenting to this Houso 
4&0 audacious.and. outrageous bill, framiog 
clauses in order to appoint retarniog officers 
who should do the Government's dirty work; 
detormined to commit iniquitous and coward- 
ly acts, and many otber things, such as taking 
from Ontario those rights and privileges 
which she had obtained in the past, ond 
which itie tye particular province of the hon, 
gentleman vopposite, sf I am to judge from his 
remarks, to re-obtain in the fature.

very good grace from the hop. gentleman,

BLAKE'S ATTACK UPON THK REDIS- 
TRIBUTION BILL, 


(Continued from yesterday.) 


Mr. Bowell—l have no doubt he would 
like to have Niagara abolished and tacked 
on to Lincoln, and lot the population re- 
main as it wonld be with that addition,but 
ho would liks to have South Wentworth, 
which returns a gentleman who supports 
him, kept at a population..of about. ono- 
half. That is the argument the hon. gon- 
tloman had indulged in.to-night... Lincoln, 
without Niagara,,..had.a; population. of 
22,903, By attaching Niagara to Lincoln, 
with which it is geographically -ponnected, 
rendered it necessary to interforo with the 
adjoining connty, for this Ghange increases 
its population to 26408 ; by the readjust- 
ment it is made 20,901. Haldimand was 
18,000 ; now it is 17,660. These were the 
only divisiona that could be properly made 
to fairly distribute the population ; had 
they not been made, South Wentworth 
would have remained precisely as it was, 
with 14,993, at which tigure the hon. geon- 
tloman would have liked to retain it, 
because it would return a supporter of his 
own to this House,’ But he’ forgot to tell 
the House :uatithe whole. of the three 
municipalities which with the remaining 
portion of South Wentworth constitute 
the riding, are Reform. ‘There was no 
Tory municipality, as he terms it, added to 
South Wentworth, to swallow up the Re- 
form majority. 

Mr. Blake—No there was a Reform con- 
stituency taken away. 

Mr. Bowell—Yes, Ancaster was added 
to North Brant, the only way by which it 
could be given anything like’ a correct 
population. North Brant, as the hon. 
gentleman would like-to retain it, had a 
population of 11,894 ; we have increased it 
to 17,705, and if there had boon a possi- 
bility of giving it more without outtiog a 
municipality in two as the Ontario Govern- 
ment did, we would have equalized it a 
little better. South Brant, which had 
21,975, is now49,281, so that the Brants, 
instead of being 11,000 and 21,000 are now 
17,000 and 19,000. The hon. gentleman 
objected to the reduction of the Ox- 
fords; but the Oxfords had, more 
than ‘their qnota. North Oxford which 
had 25,361, is uow reduced to 24,389, and 
South Oxford, which was 24,732, is’ re- 
duced to 23,923 North Norfolk, which 
had 17,219, has now 20,133, to which the 
hon,*gentleman objects to add the Town of 
Simooe, although it lies in the south rid- 
ing, and ‘naturally and geographically - be- 
longs there; is given) 19,279, certainly a 
more equitable division than. existed be- 
fore. ow, we will take the Perths, 
which formed a large part of the hon, 
geritléman’s complaint. We find by the 
census ber he south riding had but 20,~ 
778, whilé the north riding has 34,207 ; 
butas the south riding was comparatively 
a pocket borough for the hon, gentleman 
he did not want it touched. We,however, 
carrying out the p inciple on which this 
measure is’ based, made one 21,598 and 
the other’ 25,538. The arrangement of the 
Bruces, the hon, gentleman says, is the 
most iniquitous scheme eyer propounded, 
Ifthe hon, gentleman carried his mind 
back over the past ten years, he would 
know that the population of the county of 
Bruce has increased very rapidly, and if an 
increase continue in the samo ratio within 
the next ten years, that increase must be 
in the north riding, so that, although North 
Bruce is now the smallest in. the county, 
the sume principle prevail with regerd to 
its arrangement that prevailed elsewhere. 
It was but fair and proper that those. seo- 
tions of country in which a great. increase 
of population is expected should have their 
population ao establiahed(as to give them 
tho same representation ss the oounties 
around them. The county of Bruce con- 
tained a population of 64,774, with two 
representatives; upon the principle of 
equal representation as near as possible, 
we established three ridings, consisting, of 
22,618, 25,618 and 17,655 respectively, 
and I haveno doubt that bofore many 
years roll round North Bruce’ will be as 
strong numerically as either of the other 
ridings, when the disparity which. existe 
now will exist no longer. We now come to 
the Elgins, The hon, gentleman thought 
that Wast Elgin, having a population of 
28,147, and West Elgin, having but 14,215 
should not be interfered with except by 
taking the town of St. Thomas from the 
East and adding it to the wegt riding. Por- 
haps if there. had been no other readjust- 
ment necessary in order to equalize the 
population, the suggestion by the hon. 
gentleman might have been acoepted, But 
as Bothwell, and Kent, and Lambton, and 
Essex, lic in tle samo group, it was neces- 
sary in the readjusting of West Elgin to 
readjust the others, and regard wag ta be 
had to population. Woll, the result of the 
readjustment is that Hast Higin, instead of 
having 28,147, has 26,304 : and West Elgin 
having before 14,214, has now 23,480. So 
the two Elgins have a population of 23,000 
and 26,000 each, instead of 28,000 and 14,- 
000 respectively. East Elgin is represonted 
by a Oonseryative and Went Elgin by 9 
follower of the hon. gentleman oppoalte, 
Two to.one must be retained in this place 
ay wellas others. One Grit of course, is 
just as good as good as two Conservatives, 
and ought to have double the voice in the 
representation of the people, that possessed 
by two Conservatives, taking the hon. gen.
